A Vermont diairymian disposed of 
an inferior purebred bull because he 
was unable to obtain satisfactory 
production records anid was “rather 
mediocre as ‘an inidividwal.” 

An Oklahoman, in qualifying for 


the better-sires campaign stated that 


he disposed of a “red bull’ of un- 
known breeding in order to purchase 
‘a purebred. 


ACTIVE IN IMPROVING 
LIVESTOCK 


Ohio leads all other states with 
2,874 farmers participating in the 
“Better Sires—Better Stock’ cam- 
paign, conducted by various states 
and the Department of Agriculture. 
Kentucky is second, with 2,589, Vir- 
ginia third with 2,258, and Nebraska 
fourth with 1,502 members.

HIGH PRODUCING COWS ON 
PASTURE SHOULD HAVE FEED 


Flies, hot weather andi lack of feed 
are the principal causes of decreased 
milk production during the summer, 
according to J. R. Dice of the dairy 
department iat the North Dakota Ag- 
»ricultural college. 

“A dairy cow must have feed to 
produce milk and butterfat,”’. Mr. 
Dice deleares. ‘In the winter we 
‘do not expect a good cow to keep up 
her heavy production on hay and! fod 
der, and during the pasture season 
we find that a heavy producer will 
not continue to produce on grass 
algne for the simple reason that she 
cannot consume enough grass to sup- 
ply the needed nutrients. When the 
grass is luscious and plentiful the 
cows give lots of milk, but they usu- 
ally get thin, anid unless extra feed 
is fed they will not maintain their 
milk flow. 

“A cow that gives less than twen- 
ty pounds of milk a day, that is on 
good pasture, does not need grain. 
Cows that give more than twenty 
pounids of milk a day should) receive 
from three to eight pounds of grain 
a (day, or enough to keep them in 
fair flesh. This extra feed will not 
only_ pay during the summer, but 
will keep the cows producing, so that 
when the cool weather and abundant 
feed comes in the fall the cows will 
continue to be good producers idur- 
ing the fall and winter when the 
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price .of. butterfat , is high, 


offers every inducement to feed more 
feed, and. we should ialways remem- 
ber that the dairy cow is simply a 
means of marketing the feed grown 
on the farm. When the pastures are 
dry or used—marketed! look around 
the farm for some other crop to 
market through the cows.” 


Soybean hay makes a good feed 
for milk cows, and if well cured 
would not require any other rough- 
age fed with it,

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‘Feeding Will Regulate 
Quantity of Milk Flow 
The question of the richness of the 
‘milk has received much attention by 
experiment stations in this country 
and in Burope, and the evidence is 
conclusive that the fat percentage of 
the milk cannot be changed perma- 
nently by any method of feeding. Cer- 
tain experiments have shown that sud- 
den changes in the ration, for exam- 
ple, greatly increasing the protein or 
oil content of the ration, may result 
fn a Small fat increase for a few days 
with some cows, with others no effect 
fs produced. In any case the results 
are only temporary. No ration or 
method of feeding has been found by 
means of which a Shorthorn or Hol- 
stein can be made to give milk as 
rich as that of a Jersey or Guernsey. 
Hawever tha feed and management 
<ses not have a marked influence on 
the quantity of milk produced by the 
cow. The amount of milk a cow pro- 
duces depends upon the ability of the 
cow to convert feed into milk and but- 
terfat and upon the feed and care a 
cow receives. No cow can be made 
to produce milk above her capacity, no 
matter what kind of feed she gets nor 
how much.

When we moved to Meadow View 
Farm in the summer of 1910 we 
brought with us a half dozen ‘‘com- 
mon” cows and also bought a num- 
ber of grade Shorthorn cows and a 
registered Shorthorn bull. We con- 
tinued with this stock for several 
years, but were not at all satisfied 
with the returns for butter-fat and 
surplus stock, as the cows were not 
good milkers and we found it hard 
to keep these cattle in even fair con- 
dition on home grown feed, so when 
we had stock to turn off it was neces- 
sary to feed heavily for 1a long period 
in order to realize a fair price. We 
decided we would have to make a 
change to some other breed’, but did 


two cows and two heifers, were pur- 
chased from C, A. Dingley of Clear 
Lake, Minnesota, in the summer of 
1919, at which time the Dingley herd 
was dispersed. We had our pick of 
the herd and ‘selected No. 35071 
Clous, No. 52548 Aggie, No. 52549 
Bessie and No. 52547 Delcia, the 
last three named being sired by 
Springfield Lad No. 23782, of Arp’s 
breeding. 

In the spring of 1919 we spent 
some time in looking up a first class 
herd bull and were fortunate in se- 
curing Royal No. 29495, a three- 


‘year-old bull of large size and best 
of breeding, a grandson of Proctor 
Knott No. 12092 (AR) and of No.

regular breeders, the latter having 
given us a good calf each January 
for the past four years. 

We now have eighteen head of 
registered females at Meadow View 
Farm and last summer purchased of 
A. P. Arp, of Eldridge, Iowa, the 
good young bull, Marham Ted No. 
45557, sired by Ruperta’s Teddy No. 
32696 (AR) and out of No. 54573 
Rendles Marham, a show cow and a 
very heavy milker. This young bull 
is developing in fine shape and we 
feel sure that he will add a great 
deal to the value of our herd in the 
next few years, ias his calves, which 
are now appearing, are very promis- 
ing. 


not think that we would be satisfied 
with a strictly dairy breed. We have 
a first class stock country here in 
Benton County, Minesota, and we 
wanted cattle that would milk well, 
but also would sell well for beef and 
weuld keep in good shape on feed 
that could be raised here on the farm. 

We first became interested in Red 
Polled cattle in the spring of 1914, 
at which time we purchased a regis- 
tered bull to use in our herd of grade 
Shorthorns, and have used only reg- 
istered Red Polled bulls since that 
time.

We used Royal ‘No. 29495 in our 
herd for four years and then, when 
he was seven years old, sold him to 
D. J. Price of New London, Minne- 
sota, where he again heads a regis- 
tered herd, 

In the spring of 1921 we bought 


‘several more registered females, 
and two ‘of these, No. 48406 Ness 
and No. 44934-Gentle, (bred by J. 


W. Martin) have given us some 
choice calves and are among our best 
milkers. No. 52549 Bessie and No. 
53547 Delcia have. proven to be very 


After 10 years experience with the 
Red Polls we are still of the opinion 
that this is the only breed for the av- 
erage farmer, as they will produce 
milk and butter-fat as cheaply as 
will the strictly dairy breeds and will 
if properly fed, make first class beef 
which will bring a good price on the 
open market. 

As for raising Red Polled breed- 
ing stock we think that this is .a 
paying proposition and' that when the 
farmers begin to get fair return for 
their produce so_ they will, have 
money to buy with there will be very 
good demand for Red Polled breed- 
ing stock. In fact Red Polled stock 
is selling pretty well at the present 
time,.as we have had no trouble in 
rade customers. for all our sur- 
plus stock at fair prices and rave 
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sold nine bulls the past year, 

The Red Poled Journal: is doing 
everything possible to advertise the 
breed and it is up to the breeders 
to support their breed paper and to 
see that it is distributed where it 
will do the most good, so that farm- 
ers in general’ may learn of, and be- 
come interested in Red Polled cattle, 
which are, as has been truly said, 
“all red, all hornless and all busi- 


ness.”’ = 


We know from our own experience 
that it pays to advertise when we 
have stock to offer, and also that all 
inquiries should be answered prompt- 
ly. When a man is in the market 
for registered stock he will certainly 
write to several breeders for prices 
and other information and the man 
who answers promptly with a full 
description of what he has to offer 
will, in most cases, get the business. 
We sold a bull to a man last summer 
after this party had’ written to a 
well known breeder and waited three 
weeks for a reply, and think that we 
owed this sale to our promptness in 
answering the inquiry, as we know 
that this other breeder had several 
serviceable bulls to offer. 

In conclusion will say, that, if you 
wich to make a success of the pure- 
bred stock business, you must /breed 
good stock, advertise, and then live 
up to your advertising.

PROBLEMS OF HEREDITY 


The Posslbie Effect of Age On the Transmission of 
Milking Capacity 


M. Gillette in Red Polled Journal of Great Britain 


“Children are the omnibuses thiat 
all their ancestors ride in,” ,is a 
popular, though facetious, definition 
of heredity. Among many of the 
more scientific definitions, the one 
given by Luther Burbank takes rank 
among the best, backed as it is by 
his unique experiments with count- 
less thousands of plant forms on a 
scale which no other man hag ap- 
proached. He ‘says: “‘Heredjty ds 
the sum of all the effects of all the 
environment of all past generations 
on the responsive ever moving life 
forces; or, in other words, a record 
kept by«the vital principle of its 
struggle onwards and upwards from 
simple forms of life; not vague in 
any respect, but indelibly fixed by 
repetition.” 

This sounds almost as if breeding 
might be reduced to a problem in 
arithmetical progression, 
sponsive ever moving life forces.” 
It is the intuitive conciousness of 
these forces, rather than logical or 
mathematical reasoning, that gives 
the true breeder his creative skill. 

At the same time there is ample 
scope for inquiry into possible fac- 
tors in the production of special 
characteristics. In a remarkable 
books on the evolution of the Americ- 
can trotter, Caspar L. Redfern has 
ably expounded the theory that the 
longer any special] characteristic has 
been functioning in sire or dam, 
the more powerfuly it will be trans- 


except for 


mitted to the offspring. He points 
out that many winners. were. bred 
from “road-mares,” mares used by 
drovers when taking bunches of cat- 
tle from one state to another and 
frequently ridden as much as @ hun- 
dred miles in one day. Also that 
sires who had been winners, if kept 
for stud purposes only and not work- 
ed, failed’ to ‘breed winners. c 

The question has consequently 
arisen as to whether similar factors 
are at work in the evolution of the 
high yielding milking cow and has 
alredy been brushed aside by some 
writers as not holding good, in their 
opinion. But an exhaustive ‘research 
is not easily made and the subject 
will benefit by further ventilation. 

Will a cow that has been produc- 
ing a good milk yield for several 
years have a stronger tendency to 
transmit this capacity than the one 
that has only just begun: her lacta- 
tion; is it, so to speak, a cumulative 
tendency, getting stronger with each 
added year of milk yield? 

With Red Pols, the beef type re- 
quires to be kept in view, as well as 
the milk yield, so that it is interest- 
breed. A few outstanding examples 
may be cited, (in England). 


In tabulating pedigrees with re- 


spect to age of ancestors, it is con- 
venient to use fractions, the upper 
figure representing the age of the 


sire, the lower the age of the dam, 


tat the date of the calf’s birth. Thus 
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the fraction 3-5 against a cow would 


mean that at her birth the. sire was’ 


three years old and the dam five 
years. ;

The combined ages of the seven ~ 
nearest dams in this pedigree amount 


to 49 years. The pedigree is inter- 
esting from the fact that the three 
highest figures belong to the three 
heaviest milkers in the pedigree; 9 
was Desiree of Johnstown, 10 was 
Plessy, and 11 was Molly 2nd. 
This raises the, question whether 
ancestors of high age have a more 
dominating power than those of low- 
er ages. If this were so, it would

Milk Persistency in — 
Dual Purpose Cows 


Norfolk Breeder’s Experience 
Great Britain 


The question of milk persistency 
in dual purpose cows is aamirably 
dealt with in some carefully prepared 
records by that successful breeder 
of good-milking Red Polls, Mr. C. F. 
Newton, of Saham Toney, Watton, 
Norfolk. ‘There is no greater enthu- 
siast for the breed than Mr. Newton, 
and his comments should be all the 
more acceptable, for his highly fa- 
vorable accounts of the Red Polls 


follow upon comparisons he kas been 


able to make during his farming ex- 
periences with other breeds. Mr. 
Newton has been led to recount his 
opinion of the Red Poll for milk per- 
sistency in view of the published crit- 
icisms emanating from an enthusi- 
ast of another breed purely dairy.in 
character, who declared: “Dual pur- 
pose cows are usually fatted off af- 
ter having had four or five calves, 
owing to their lack of constitution 
to last as milkers.” 4, 

Mr. Newton says: “I regard the 
above as ia statement put forward 
for want of a better, and as a phy- 
sical truth, much on a level with the 
profound theories of weather fore- 
casters who lare guided by the chang- 
es in the moon. It is not a scien- 
tific fact, and its practical use is 
‘that any stick is good enough to 
throw at a dog.’ 

“There are many reasons why 
young cows, irrespective of breed, 
are fatted off in both breeding and 
commercial herds. Old cows, like 
old horses, do not keep up the farm 
values as desired by ordinary prac- 
tical men, who, taking time by the 
forelock, displace them before much 
depreciation has occurred. Breed- 
ers have young stock, which should 
be as’ good, coming on, and the other 
people find them in the markets. This 
idea is reflected in sales, where old 
cows are often sold at a discount 
unwarranted by their value as cows. 
This deterrent effect is perhaps one 
reason why more pedigree breeding 


is ‘not done; many people do not care — 
‘to show ene hand by listing the age. — 


“The statement in question is al 
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so, I think, self-contradictory. Lack 
of constitution is a drawback in 
grazing as well as in, milking. 
Should say a cow of weak..constitu- 
tion, would not necessarily fail. first 
in her lactation power, but. in. her 
ability to keep up flesh, and a dis- 
eased cow will often keep on milk- 
ing hard, facts - which. rather ; go 
against the recently ‘broadcasted the- 
ory. Further, it is held in.some sci- 
entific circles’ that the stimulus of

How to build a silo at a cost rang- 
aing from nothing up is described in 
Circular 62, “Trench Silo for North 
Dakota,” by R. C. Miller of the Ex- 
tension division at the North Dakota 
Agricultural College. 

In its simplest form, the trench si- 
lo consists of a hole in the ground 
-with some covering, such as straw 
-and earth, for the silage, according 
to the description in this publication.

/ Advantages of the trench silo over 
the upright and pit varieties, accord- 
ang to Mr. Miller, are:

Ease of filling and removing si- 
jage. 

Ease of adding water. 

Frost-proof and. fireproof 
‘struction.

‘Is adaptable for other uses, such 
as vegetable storage or manure pit. 
| Machines that cut silage in the 
field as corn is cut, should be espe- 
cially adapted to use with this silo.

FINISH THE PULLETS 


“Finishing the pullets” means get- 
ting the young stock in a condition 
which will allow them to go through 
the winter in good health, produce 
a good number of eggs and develop 
a resistance against disease, says W. 
H. Allen, extension poultry special- 
ist, New Jersey Agricultural Expe- 
riment Station. 

The pullet is allowed to reach its 
maximum growth before it is permit- 
ted to lay eggs. In Leghorns this 
will occur when they are about five 
months old, and with the dual pur- 
pose breeds, such as Rhode Island 
Red and Plymouth Rock, it will take 
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at least a month longer. © The lighter 
breeds, such as the Leghorns, should 
weigh at least three pounds at times 
of conditioning, and the heavier 
‘breeds, like the Rhode Island Red, 
should weigh from four to four an'd 
a half pounds. 

The ration used in conditioning a 
flock consists. largely of fattening 
foods, such as corn, wheat, oats and 
their by-products, with as little an- 
imal protein as possible. A good 
scratch feed consists of equal parts 
of cracked corn anid wheat. This is 
fed twice a day, approximately six 
to eight pounds per 100 birds at each 
feeding,

of cornmeal, two parts of ground 
oats, two parts of flour middlings 
land one part of meat scrap. This’ 
mash is kept before the pullets at 
all times. One hundred growing 


‘pullets eat five to ten pounds of it 


a day. 

The conditioning period takes ap- 
proximately a month, two weeks on 
the range an'l two weeks in the lay- 
ing quarters. Ags soon as the pul- 
lets show signs of laying on the 
range, they are housed, and the same 
feed continued for two weeks be- 
fore changing to a laying ration. 

When the pullets are housed they 
need just las much green feed and 
exercise as if still on the range. 

Oyster shells are kept where the 
birds can always get them. 


WHEN PULLETS BEGIN 
TO LAY, WINTER THEM 


Experienced poultrymen have 
found that if pullets are allowed to 
remain very long on the range after 
starting to lay, the change to winter 
houses is sure to check them and 
miay cause a fall molt. As soon as 
the first eggs are found on the range, 
at least a third or a fourth of the 
best developed birds should be placed 
in winter quarters. When the re- 
maining birds show maturity, they 
should ‘be put in winter quarters tal- 
sO. 

A thorough cleaning and disinfect-. 
ing of the houses and pens in which 
the pullets are to live is advocated. 
This is especially true if the birds 
that formerly occupied the building 
have been diseased or have had 
worms. ek: . 

Artificial lights should not be used’ 
on pullets until they have had a 
chanee to respond to normal condi- 
tions. If they do not respond quick-. 
ly enough, or if neck molt starts, 
then light can be used with good ef- 
fect. 

Many flocks of pullets take cold 
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after their removal to winter se 
ters because they.are kept in tightly” 
closed houses, All windows. and. cur- 
taing in the front of the houses 
should be wide open night and day 
until really cold weather sets in. 
Even in the middle of the winter, 
the cloth curtains should not be en- 
tirely closed. 

Lack of* ventilation causes damp- 
ness in the houses, and this, in turn, 
results in colds and roup. 


RECORD OF A. C. HENS 
26 EGGS IN 30 DAYS

Two hens, a White Rock and a 
Black Langshan, each laid 26 eggs 
during June, while one-third of the 
flock of high production hens ‘aver- 
aged 21 eggs during the 30-day pe- 
riod, according to O. A. Barton of 
the poultry department at the North 
Dakota Agricultural College. 

One hen laid 25 eggs during the 
month; five-laid 24; four, 23; five, 
22; thirteen, 21; six 20; nine, 19, 
land six, 18. 
producers laid 1071 eggs during the 
month. At this rate, these hens 
would lay more eggs in three months 
than the average hen would lay in 
a year, according to Mr. Barton, who 
places the average production of 
hens at five dozen per year.

REFORMS NEEDED IN 
CULLING PROCEDURE 


As the culling season draws near, 
the experiences of the past few years 
suggest that certain reforms should 
be made in the plan of procedure, 
Poultry Husbandry ‘at State College, 
Brookings, §S. D. 

In the general culling of farm 
flocks, in the neighborhood of 40 per 
cent, or better, of the birds handled 
show cull characteristics and go into 
the discard. However, it has been 
demonstrated that practically one- 
half of this number if put on a prop- 
er diet, that is, a balanced ration, 
will come back and become profitable 
layers. In other words, many of the 
“evident culls’ are such, not be- 
eause of inability to produce eggs 
but rather from the fact that they 
lack the necessary balance of mater- 
jals for egg building.

WHY NOT THE RED POLLS? 


A writer in the Sevt. 27th issue of 
The Rural New Yorker. after cov- 
ering the general advancement of 
the New York State Fair, exhibits, 
and of the crowds that attended, has 
the following to say: 

“The exhibits give some indication 
of changes that are coming in New 
York farming. It would seem as if 
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there is a movement toward. cattle: of 
the Guernsey type. Many farmers. 
are disgusted with the milk situation. 
They expect higher prices for feed. 
The hay crop is fair, and there will 
be a good crop of silage corn—-not 
fully mature, but in good quantity. 
Apparently many new silos are be- 
ing built. We met several dairymen 
‘who are strongly considering beef 
cattle or some breed that will give 
a fair milk yield and make good beef. 
A good many dairymen are evidently 
considering that change. 

“The sheep men are feeling better, 
and there will be quite an increase 
in sheep. In theory New York State 
ought to double its number of sheep, 
yet there are some who argue against 
it. Most of the present gain in flocks 
seems to be on fruit farms, where 
sheep are to be kept as a side line. 

“There is more interest in riding 
and driving horses than formerly. 
and the big draft horse is still pop- 
ular. There was a remarkable ex- 
hibit of silver foxes, and consider- 
able talk about fur farming—more 
than ever before since the pioneers 
in this line have demonstrated some- 
thing of its possibilities, 

“In poultry there seems more in- 
terest in the general-purpose breeds 
like Reds and Rocks. There are ten- 
dencies in fruit growing in relation 
to varieties and plans for selling, but 
not yet quite distinct. Studying such 
things as the people work them out 
is the most profitable thing about a 
big fair.”

RED POLLS 


The Farmer’s Friend — The Dual- 
Purpose Animal—tThe Profitable 
Producer of Milk and Beef 


Linwood Farm Red Polls, one of 
the Tracy &.Warye herds of Nashua, 
Iowa, have made some excellent rec- 
ords in the Chickasaw County Test 
Association in the year just closed, 
August 1st. This herd produced the 
high cow in the Association for but- 
terfat, and the fifteen milking cows 
stood seconid ag herd for the year. 
In fact, nine of these cows averaged 
higher than the high herd. 

Golden Plutie 47408, the high cow, 
produced 8,700 pounds of milk and 
501.4 pounds of fat in the year and 
was dry two and one-half months or 
from August 15th to October 31st. 
Her average test for the year was 
5.8 per cent. Her net profit as fig- 
ured by the tester, Mr. J. E. Dea- 
kins, was $205 above feed costs. The 
calf and skimmed milk are not given 
credit in these figures. 

Her full sister, Golden Plutissa 
50860, has a yearly record of 425 
pounds of fat from February 1, 1923. 
to February 1, 1924, and made 367 
pounds of fat after giving milk six 
months before the Association start- 
ed. 

Her dam, Golden Glow 37468, a 12 
year old cow, produced 426.5 pounds 
of fat and 9,527 pounds of milk dur- 
ing this test association year. Gold- 
en Glow 37468 and her three daugh- 
ters, Golden Plutie 47408, Golden 
Plutissa 50850, and Linwood Golden 
Lassie (a four-year-old cow) pro- 
duced 1580.8 pounds of fat, or an 
average of 395 pounds. 

The fifteen milking cows in this 
herd produced 117,880 pounds of 
milk, 5,360.4 pounds of fat with an 
average test of 4.55 per cent fat 
during the year with only two milk- 
ings per day. This was an average 
of 7.858 pounds of milk and $357.4 
pounds of fat. The average profit 
per cow above feed costs was $123.45. 

J. D. Paul 32737, one of the herd 
sires, whose cut appears on the front 
cover of this issue of the Journal, 
weighed 2,110 pounds on August. 1. 
The other, G. M. Pilot 42555. a three- 
year-old bull, weighs 1,980 pounds. 
These bulls carry size and weight 
along with milking qualities. 
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J. D. Paul’s dam has a yearly rec- 
ord of 707 pounds of fat, and his 
granddam 603 pounds of fat. G. M. 
Pilot’s dam, owned in this herd, made 
8396 pounds of fat in the test asso- 
ciation year, and his granddam_holds 
a yearly record of 502 pounds of 
fat. 

This herd has been under state and 
federal supervision and hag been on 
the tuberculosis-free accredited! herd 
list for some time. : 


25 YEARS WITH RED POLLS 


By Owen C. and A. B. Davis 
(Firm of husband and wife, Rosedale 
Stock Farm, Banner, Okla.) 


We enjoy reading the good things 
in our breed paper, and have intend- 
ed writing our experiences with Red 
Polled cattle, 

About 25 years ago, at our county 
fair at Paris, Edgar County, Illinois, 
we saw some of the prettiest red 
cattle without horns, ‘and became. in- 
terested then. We learned that a 
Mr. Henry Collier, of Edgar County, 
‘was breeding Red Polled cattle, so 
when we were getting ready to move 
to Oklahoma we went to see ‘his 
herd, and bought a nice two-year-old 
heifer, No. 18730 Nellie, by Land- 
‘seer 4001, and a nice yearling bull. 
Hugar 10466 by Le Knight::8355, 
and loaded them with our high grade 
Shorthorn heifers and landed in Ok- 
lahoma the 5th of December, 1903. 
In September, 1904 Nellie found a 
fine heifer calf, and that was the 
first Red Polled we had registered. 
Nellie raised seven heifers and three 


or four bulls for us, and we soon 
had enough good registered Red 
Pollec to sell the grades off. We 


bought the very best registered bulls 
we could get, they were Hugar 10466, 
‘Oklahoma College Boy 17904. Beau 
23593, Hustler 26020, Alta’s Mascot 
30899—the ton bull that won first 
at Kansas, Oklahoma and Arkansas 
State Fairs in 1922. We bought Al- 
ta’s Mascot when a calf from Mr. 
O. P. Russ, then Primrose Ted 38044, 
a son of Ruperta’s Teddy 32696, and 
we are now usin= his son, Ted’s Hu- 
ger 43556. His dam, 30623 Lillian, 
raised the first-vrize Red Polled cow 
at our state fair this year, and she 
also raised a good bull calf after she 
was 15 years old. 

Well, we were so pleased with our 
Red Polled cattle that in 1920 we 
took a heifer and three calves to the 
Oklahoma State’ Fair, and won sec- 
ond and third. We fixed up a bunch 
in 1921 and won third on a two-year- 
old bull (four shown), fourth and 
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sixth on junior yearling bulls (12 
shown), second and sixth on junior 
bull calves (8 shown). second and 
third on aged cows (10 shown), 38rd 
and 4th on senior yearling heifers 
(6 shown), third and fifth on junior 
yearling heifers (9 shown), third on 


senior heifer calf (6 shown), fourth 


on junior heifer calf (9 shown), and 
second on young herd, at Oklahoma 
State Fair in 1921. 

We were gettine old, being 68 and 
62 years old in 1921—now 71 and 
65 (1924). So we sold several of 
our winners, and this year went over 
and watched others win on our 
breeding. which won second on jun- 
ior bull calf (3 shown), first, third 
and fourth on aged cows (4 shown), 
first on heifer two years and under 
(3 shown), first on senior yearling 
heifer (3 shown), third on senior 
heifer calf (5 shown). 
ed a fine bull calf for one of Mr. 
J. J. Coltram’s that we can trace 
pedigree back to 18801 Peach, that 
was calved in quarantine before her 
dam, 12789 Plum, could be ee 
when she was imported. ° 


We think there is no other breed 


as good for the farmers as the good 
dual-type Red Polled cattle, for 
Beauty, Beef and Butter. 


WHY A RED PCLL? 


Because they are such good! pro- 
ducers of rich milk, are very healthy 
anc very disease-resistant,.prepotent 
regular breeders for a long term of 
years, produce a good calf, easy 
keepers, will consume roughage and 
co better on it than some others, 
produce a good flow of rich milk 
with less cost for feed, and when 
the red sire is used on grade cows 
of other breeds, will’ produce an all- 
red, hornless calf. 

When we had the cattle with horns 
it was the vractice to have them clip- 
ved off at one or two years old. 
This is cruelty to animals, and so we 
used the caustic method on the calf 
at three cays old, but found they 
did not do ag well as the ones that 
were allowed to grow horns. With 
the Red Polls our troubles in this 
respecti are over. 

When we arrived at the time where 
we could have all registered cattle, 
the graces taken off the grass sold 
on the market at top price. 

A farmer who has good grade 
cattle of the red, white and roan 
can improve them greatly by the use 
of a good Red Polled sire, but if he 
also has registered Red Polls he 
should ear-mark his grade calves or 
he will have a hard time to tell the

MARKET DEMANDS CATTLE 


FINISHED AT EARLY AGE 


Well-fattened beef animals weigh- 
ing from 800 to 1,200 pounds have 


‘been in demand on livestock markets 


during recent years. rather than an- 
This has 
been the result of a demand by beef 
consumers for light-weight, high- 
grade cuts. Such a demand, says 
the United States Department of Ag- 
riculture, must necessarily be sup- 


‘plied ‘by well-finished animals from 


12 to 20 months old carrying a large 
percentage of the blood of the early 
maturing beef breeds. 

The preparation for market of year- 
lings, or baby beeves, requires more 
skill than is necessary for the pro- 
cuction of animals marketed at more 
mature ages, on account of their ten- 


dency to grow rather than to fat- 


ten, To fatten yearlings succes:ful- 
ly, they must be placed on a fatten- 
ing ration when they are weaned and 
kept on full feed until they! are 
Every effort 
should be made to get the calves 
through the weaning period without 
loss. of their milk‘ fat. The grain 


‘ration ‘should be ‘inereased se as to 


permit as little change in their rate 
of growth in fattening as possible. 
Some feeders build ‘“‘ereeps” in the 
pasture or lots so that the ealves 
can get their grain without being 
disturbed by cows. Creeps consist 
of small pens with openings which 
permit only the calves to enter, These 
openings may have rollers on each 
side to prevent bruising the calves. 
Calves from heavy milkine cows 
should be weaned gradually over a 
period of ten to fifteen days, Fall 
calves should not be weaned until 
after the cows and calves are on grass. 
Spring calves should either be kept 
on grass after weaning in the fall, 
or be given some succulent feed such 
as silage. It is advisable to provide 
them with winter pasturage such as 
wheat, oats, rye, or barley, when soil 
and climatic conditions permit,

In line with your request for ma- 

terial from breeders for the Jour- 
nal, I have intended to send you a 
report, of our show—our. Lyon Coun- 
ty Fair—which was held at Rock 
Rapids (Iowa) the 25th to the 29th 
of August.

So far as 
I know, this is but the second time 
that Red Polls have been shown at 
our county fair, we having shown 
five head in 1922. Ours was the 
only one of the breed shown. this 
year, but I must say that we were 
very much pleased with the result 
of the efforts we made. Our stuff 
was shown with very little &tting, 
but they attracted much favorable 
comment. Such remarks as these 
were common “My, those cattle cer- 
tainly are in fine shape.’ ‘Those 
Red Polls are so sleek and smooth, 
and such a beautiful color.’”’ ‘‘There 
is a herd of Red Polls. They are 
great milkers.”’ 

I was impressed with the fact that 
so many people seemed to be inter- 
ested in dual-purpose. breeds, and I 
found opportunity to converse with 
a number of people who had at one 
time or another owned one or more 
Red Polled cows, and in every case 
they testified to their merits, as milk- 
ers and an all-around farm cow. We 
kept some of the Red Polled Cattle 
Club’s pamphlets in an available 
place, and every one of the supply 
which I had secured from Secretary 
Martin was carried away, and I think 
most of them went into the hands 
of actual farmers. . ‘We also handed 
out quite a few of the folders put 
out by our State Association. We

All our young stuff” which” we 
showed was sired .by oury present 
her2 ybull, Tedéy Unshot. * The jun- 
ior yearling bull, Woodlawn Record 
46612, is an outstanding young bull, 
andbeihe judge thought him good 
enough that he put the champion 
ribbon on him over the aged bull. 
This young bull was sold during the 
fair to Will Nagle, of’ Alvord, Iowa. 
Mr. Nagle has-a very good herd of 
Red Polls, but, unfortunately, is not 
keeping up any pedigrees. His herd 
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AMONG THE BREEDERS 


has been developed from foundation 
stock from Arp, Clouse, and Sam- 
uelson herds, purchased quite a num- 
ber of years ago. 

We are convinced that ‘the small 
county and district fairs are a good 
place to boost the breed, and hope 
to see many more breeders showing 
at these fairs next year. 

I just returned last week from a 
400-mile drive through part of South 
Dakota, which included a stop-over 
at the state fair at Huron. This 


was. my first visit to the South Da- 


kota State Fair, and I was very fa- 
vorably impressed -with the accom- 
modations and exhibits there. 
not as large as our own state fair, 


they had a fine line of exhibits, es-- 


pecially in the livestock department. 
The Red Poll exhibit this ‘year was 
disappointing in that only one herd 
was shown. John Curran’s herd of 
Sechlerville, Wis., was there, and an 
hour’s visit with his herdsman, Mr. 
Esterly, was a source of pleasure 
and profit to me. . Curran’s herd 
showed good type and quality, and 
I was informed that they had been 
making a good account of themselves 
at othtr fairs in strong competition. 
One of the features of the fair there 
is the splendid facilities for caring 
for the juniors and their exhibits. 
A young son of Jake Zilverberg, of 
Wessington Springs; showed an 11- 
months Red Poll steer in the baby 
beef class, His steer was a good 
one and had good size for his age. 
but was not fat enough to make any 
winnings. His age’ was a disadvan- 
tage to him. in ‘competition with old- 
er calves. 

I want to take this opportunity to 
comment, on. the criticism. which we 
sometimes hear of: county: ‘agents and 
their work. 


work at some of our good fairs,.and 
then give proper credit to the agents 
and their part in it, must realize that 
this..part. of their «activiies . alone 
must go a long ways in making the 
work worth while. The training 
which these juniors get in baby beef 
and pig clubs, garden clubs, judg- 
ing contests, ete., is of inestimable 
value to the future of our agricul- 
tural sections, and the only way it 
ean be efficiently developed is with 
some paid man such as. the county 
agent, as leader. Of course, this is

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ties of an efficient county agent. One 
party with whom my wife and I vis- 
ited stated that he tohught what the 
county agent had accomplished in his 
county (Douglas) in the line of erad- 
icating and controlling hog cholera 
would pay his salary many times. 
. On our way home from Huron we 
stopped a few minutes at the W. S. 
Hill farm near Alexandria. As most 
of our breeders no doubt know, W. 
S. has been appointed on the U. §S: 
Shipping Board, and spends nearly 
all his time in Washington. The 
farm, however, is under the active 
management of one of his sons, As 
Mr. Hill was busily engaged with 
a crew of men in filling silo, we did 
not spend much time looking over 
his breeding herd. Several promis- 
ing young bulls in the yard were 
evidence of the breeding ability of 
some of the balance of his herd: Mr. 
Hill is not showing at any fairs this 
year on account. of the difficulty in 
getting good help at home and: on the 
circuit. JI note that the Red Poll 
show has fallen considerably below 
last year at most of the leading 
shows, but hope that next year will 
see all the old men out and more 
new ones. It will be some time be- 
fore we will consider making any 
of the big fairs, but we hope to be 
in shape to show at several of our 
small fairs near home next year.

PREPARE CHICKEN 
FOR THE MARKET 


The common practice of hastily 
catching up a lot of cockerels, cull 
hens or turkeys, ducks or geese with- 
out first making some assurance that 
they are in proper market condition 
is sure to bring dissatisfaction to the 
producer, dealer and consumer alike. 
for the birds in poor condition are 
undesirable to the consumer, hard to 
handle for the dealer and bring low 
returns to the producer, says O. A. 
Barton, poultry specialist at the 
North Dakota agricultural college. 

“Cockerels confined closely and 
fed a wet mash of the consistency 
of pancake batter for from ten days 
to two weeks should gain from 20 to 
35 per cent in weight and at the 
same time they are a better market 
product, plumper bodied, with softer 
and more tender flesh, and they make 
a more pleasing appearance, hence 
command a higher price.’”’ the poul- 
try man declares. 

Equal quantities (measure) of 
wheat, oats and corn or wheat, oats 
and barley ground fine and wet with 
either buttermilk or sour milk makes 
a good fattening ration, he explains, 
“Use two pounds of milk to one 
pound of ground feed, If milk is 
not available, add 15 to 20 per cent 
of meat scraps or tankage to the 
ground feed and wet with water, 
using one and one-half pounds of 
water to one pound of ground feed.” 

Feed three times daily, but only 
what will be consumed in ten to fif- 
teen minutes. 

“Many cull hens will be in good 
market condition when culled. If 
not in good condition, it will pay 
well to feed them the same ration 
in the same way for from seven to 
ten days. 

“Turkeys need to be grown out 
well before attempting to finish them 
for the market. Now is the time to 
do this. Access to sour milk and a 


dry mash of the ground feed men- 
tioned above will help materially to 
develop the birds, 

“This year, especially, turkeys 
seem to be backward. Grasshoppers 
are rather scarce, and the milk will 
help supply the needed animal feed, 
and at the same time help keep them 
in good physical condition, and the 
ground feed will keep them grow- 
ing. 

“Do not over feed at first. Growth 
must precede fattening. Keep them 
growing now, and fatten them in No- 
vember if you want to market on 
the Thanksgiving market. 

“Ducks and geese usually will fat- 
ten themselves if given access to rea- 
sonable amounts of feed.’’’ 


CAPON PRODUCTION ON 
INCREASE IN NORTHWEST 


The practice of caponizing chick- 
ens is becoming a popular and) prof- 
itable one among farmers of the 
Northwest. Clara M. Sutter, poul- 
try specialist at South Dakota Ag- 
ricultural College, reports that more 
than 15,000 birds were caponized in 
the state last year, and she expects 
a greatly increased production of ca- 
pons this year. 

As an illustration of the value of 
caponizing, the cockerels that are to 
be marketed, Miss Sutter cites the 
instance of a Grant county farmer 
who witnessed one of her demonstra- 
tions. Returning home, he perform- 
ed the operation on 40 of his birds. 
When he sold his surplus in January 
he was informed by his local dealer 
that capons were bringing 27 cents 
a pound, while cockerels were selling 
for only 14 cents. In addition, the 
capons weighed from one to two 
pounds more than the cockerels. 

More than 300 caponizing dem- 
onstrations have been staged by 
Miss Sutter in the different counties 
of South Dakota during the past 
three years, In several boys’ and 


girls’ poultry clubs, teams have been 
trained to go out and demonstrate 
caponizing in their county. The 
practice of caponizing is very sim- 
ple, according to Miss Sutter, and 
can be performed by anyone who 
has the necessary instruments and 
who has been shown the proper 
method. 


Farm poultry flocks in Nebraska 
which had had two years of care and 
management by improved) methods 
which are a part of the accredited 
farm-flock work conducted by the co- 
operative agricultural extension work- 
ers, gave their owners an average 
increased return of $81 per flock 
over the returns of flocks which had 
had this care only one year, accord- 
ing to reports to the United States 
Department of Agriculture of the 
work in 1923. 


A campaign of education should be 
inaugurated by poultrymen as to the 
value of eggs in the daily diet of 
the family. The dairymen have in- 
creased the consumption of milk and 
butter by a nation-wide propaganda, 
and the poultrymen have as potent 
arguments as the 'dairymen for boost- 
ing their products. Eggs are, by far, 
the cheapest meat for the average 
faimly at the average price for the 
year. 


If each farm family would con- 
sume thein “daily dozen,’ putting 
down eggs in water glass when cheap- 
est, to be used at the time of high 
prices, it would give an impetus to 
the poultry industry that would put 
it in the fore-front of all animal in- 
dustries,

Use mineral mixtures when needed.

Minnesota Association Meeting Dec. 3 | 


Editor Red Polled Journal andi fel- 
low members of the Minnesota Red 
Poll Breeders’ Association, Greeting: 
« The past year has been nather more 
prosperous than some of the past 
ones, and the time draws near again 
for the annual meeting, which will, 
as usual, be held at the State Farm 
on the afternoon of Wednesday De- 
cember 31st, at 2 p. m., as advised 
by the Director of Short Course. 

As all breeders of the Red Polls 


who have followed the progress of 
the Reds know, they are more and 
more coming to be recognized as the 
best cow for the general purpose 
farmer, ‘and in last year’s farm pro- 
gram took their proper place in the 
dairy column, They have also been 
properly placed in the general pur- 
pose column by one of the sub-sta- 
tions of the State Farm. This is 
a fine showing mailde in the past few 
years, and without ‘as much support 
from the breeders of the state as a 
whole as they are entitled to and 
should receive, and has been mostly 
acquired on their remarkable ability 
to make good when given a squatre 
dieal. 

For the past few years the attend- 
ance at the yearly meeting has been 
poor, anid there has been some rea-

son for it, known as hard times,—and 
with reaison—but it will not apply 
So much to 1924. We have had a 
long, fine fall to get all the work 
done on time, and we can surely have 
a fine turn-out if the members will 
consult their own best interests.

BEEF SITUATION 
LOOKS FAVORABLE 


Are cattle prices going up or 
down, is the question that is in the 
minds of many cattle men at the 
present time. A study of the avail- 
able information concerning supply 


and demand, and the substitution of 
other meats for beef, made by C. G. 
Worsham of the farm economics (de- 
partment at South Dakota State Col- 
lege, may throw some light on this 
quesition, 

The prices of the various classes 
of cattle both at St. Paul and Chica- 
go are about the same this year as 
in 1923, if anything a little lower. 
As an example, common to choice 
steers brought $6.80 a hundred in 


Chicago during the week of Septem- 

ber 15 to 20 this year, and were 
$7.25 a hundred on the same market - 
in the corresponding week in 19238. 

The 1924 prices are, however, a tri- 

fie higher than the three year aver- 

aze of these same weeks. 

Figures gathered by Worsham show 
that there is a little more than half 
as much beef in cold storage as there 
usually is at this time of the year. 
This year there were fifty million 
pounds in storage on August Ist; 
in 1923 there were forty-six million 
pounds on the same date; but the 
five-year average for August 1st is: 
ninety-four million pounds. 

In considering beef it is also nec- 
essary to account for the amount of 
other meats on hand. The five-year’ 
average of all meats in cold storage 
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was 992 million pounds. A year 
ago there were 983 million pounds, 
and on August 1st of 1924 there 


were 930 million pounds in storage. _ 


This shows that there was not as 
much meat on hand August 1st this 
year as the five year-average. This 
should mean, considering the fact 
that the hog crop was lighter 
a year ago and that there is a short 
lamb crop, a higher price for all 
meats. Figures on the world’s sup- 
ply of meat animals on hoof show 
a slight increase in the number of 
cattle, a decrease in hogs and a de- 
crease in sheep and goats, 


The consumption of beef fell off 
sharply during the war, and although 
a slight recovery has been made, the 
consumption of 1923 is still way be- 
low that of 1907 and 1908. Pork 
has been substituted for beef, which 
goes a long way to explain the rela- 
tive high price of pork compared to 
beef prices, 

Meat consumption decreased. sharp- 
ly during the war period, due quite 
largely to the very strenuous cam- 
paign that was carried on by the 
government urging the people to eat 
less meat ‘in order that the boys 
across might have more. It is diffi- 
ecult to measure the effect of such 
ia campaign but unquestionably it 
has a tremendous influence. Since 
the close of the war, meat consump- 
tion per capita has gradually increas- 
ed but has never yet exceeded the 
per capita consumption of 1908. 

Considering all of the figures avail- 
able, the cattle situation still looks 
favorable in the opinion of Worsham. 
The same statement might have been 
made many times during the last 
year and as yet there is but little 
improvement in prices. -While there 
is an increase in the number of eat- 
tle now over the pre-war figures, 
the increase has no more than kept 
up with the increase in population. 
The foreign situation, including the 
rate of exchange, has a bearing on 
the future of the beef industry, but 
in the present state of foreign af- 
fairs, however favorable they may 
appear, it is exceedingly hazardous 
to venture a forecast as to the out- 
come,

Well, as I promised to let you

Had very nice weather for our 
home fair and believe that there 
were more cattle shown than in 1928. 
Had to compete with the Herefords, 
Angus and Shorthorns, contesting 
for beef alone this year, but still 
taking a few prizes. Took second 
on aged bulls, 1and beat the Angus 
on yearling bulls; and took seconid 
on matured cows. Took first on my 
“Red Polled Chickens over all (R. C. 
Rhode Island Reds). The boys all 
call them Red Polls, too. 

I really enjoy showing at the fairs, 
and am hoping that I can some time 
show at the Webster County Fair.

Recls in the year 1918, and truly can 
say that I like them better this year 
tham ever before, and surely cannot 
understand why there is such opypo- 


sition through this state to them. 


Have written our agricultural station 


asking that they try out a few of 
them, and while they rather prom- 
ised in a way that they would like 
to some time, I don’t think that they 
have secured any to cate. Geaereal- 
ly ‘our county agents either talk 
against them or say nothing. And 
it seems so many farmers are get- 
ting so that they ean hardly chop 
wood now without first asking the 
county agent. I suppose it will be 
some time before many more herds 
of our kind are established around 
here. Yet I firmly believe that day 
is coming, because with the present 
situation of livestock facing wus all 
it is automatically causing stockmen 
to leave the special purpose types, 
as they figure that they can nio long- 
er breed cattle for their health or 
special fancy.

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SPEAKER SAYS FARMER 
NECESSARY FOR DEMOCRACY 


That the farmer plays a vital part 
in a democracy and should be given 
an opportunity to exercise his opin- 
ion in public affairs, was the state- 
ment of Liberty Hyde Bailey, emi- 
nent agricultural educator and writ- 
er, in a talk delivered recently at 
South Dakota State College. 

* “The individual is vitally impor- 
tant in the orgainzation of a democ- 
eary,” he declared. “‘There should 
be no subjugation of one ‘person by 
another person. The old idea was 
that the farmer was to be kept in 
his place. It was his business to 
raise all the food for the rest of the 
people, whether they: be lawyers, 
statemen or artists. It was thought 
at one time that the farmer must 
have a low standard of living, earn- 
ing just enough for sustenance, with 
few educational opportunities. This 
idea has changed, and the farmer 
is now recognized as one of the most 
important factors in the social struc- 
ture. 

Bailey pointed out the importance 

, of maintaining soil fertility by say- 
ing that a good farmer is one who 
is able to make a good living on a 
piece of land, who can make a good 
sliving on the same piece of land all 
his life, who can rear a good family, 
and who can contribute something 
to the neighborhood in which he 
lives. Society must see that such a 
farmer has the opportunity. Our 
national and state governments have 
aimed to give every farmer this op- 
portunity for self-expression by pro- 
viding the land-grant colleges for ag- 
ricultural education: These colleges 
are not to train boys and girls in 
agriculture, engineering and home 
making alone, but to train them for 
citizenship so that they can take their 
place in guiding the affairs of the 
world, i 


MILK TESTERS NEEDED 
FOR NEW ASSOCIATIONS 


With three new cow testing asso- 
ciations likely to ‘be ‘organized in 
South Dakota before January Ist, 
the present demand for qualified test- 
ers to take charge of associations. is 
likely to be greatly increased. 

The most successful testers, in the 
opinion of H. M. Jones, dairy exten- 

sion specialist at State College, are 
those who have had a certain amount 
‘of fraining in schools, and in addi- 
tion have had practical experience 
on dairy farms, particularly along 


a7 
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the line of feeding dairy cattle. Cow 
testing associations, he says, offer 
excellent opportunities to young men 
who are desirous of getting valuable 
experience and at the same time of 
earning a little money. 

A course designed particularly for 
young men interested in positions as 
testers will open at South Dakota 
State College on November 10 and 
will continue for two weeks. Sub- 
jects taught include testing of milk 
and cream, dairy arithmetic, feed- 
ing dairy cattle, dairy bacteriology, 
dairy laws, disease of dairy cattle 
and dairy management. Men who 
have taken this course have shown 
that they are qualified to fill a test- 
ing job at once, providing they have 
had previous dairy experience. 


NOTHING IN PRESENT DAIRY 
SITUATION TO DISCOURAGE 


Fargo, N. D., Oct. 31.—Farmers 
are not the best market for bootleg- 
gers, as recent statistics show the 
average farmer drinks considerably 


more milk than does the average city. 


dweller. The average annual con- 
sumption of milk on farms with cows 
was approximately 81 gallons, while 
the average for the entire country 
was only 53 gallons. 

The farm consumption of butter 
has also increased greatly, being 
now more than double the average 
for the United States as a whole. 
The average increase in the popula- 
tion of the country requires about 
24,000,000 additional pounds of but- 
ter annually to maintain the pres- 
ent consumption of butter. 

J. R. Dice, dairy specialist at the 
North Dakota Agricultural college, 
who quotes the foregoing statistics, 
declares that there is nothing in the 
the farmer who is milking cows nor 
the farfmer who is milking cows nor 
the farmer who is planning to start 
into dairying. : 

“Compensating factors such as the 
export situation and the prevailing 
high prices of dairy feeds will offset 
the increased production of butter 
so that net profits should not be re- 
duced,” Mr. Dice says. 

“Considerable uncertainty has ex- 
isted as to whether the price would 
hold’ up this fall, but two factors 
seem to insure good prices. One 
factor is that Europe is in a position 
to buy more butter and that condi- 
tion will relieve the over supply on 
the English market. Last winter and 
spring the United States imported 
more than twenty million pounds of 
butter, and thie prospect is that we 
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will export about half of that amount 
this year. 

“The other factor that will tend 
to limit production is that feed pric- 
es are high, and in the sections of 
the country where the farmers buy 
fead the cows will be fed a limited 
ration, and in the butter states there 
will be a tendiency to sell grain rath- 
er than to feed it to the cows.” 


FEEDING CABBAGE GIVES 
MILK OBJECTIONABLE FLAVOR 


Succulent feeds in the ration of 
dairy cows have come to have such 
importance that many crops not 
grown primarily for this purpose may 
enter into the ration. Cabbage and 
potatoes, though not generally grown 
for dairy feeds, are often fed to 
dairy cows as a means of supplying 
succulence and disposing economi- 
cally of products that are otherwise 
unmarketable. 

Like other succulent feeds, cab- 
bage and potatoes may have a ten- 
dency to impart undesirable flavors 
and odors to the milk, says the United 
States Department of Agriculture, if 
fed under certain conditions. Tests 
have been conducted by the depart- 
ment to determine the extent to 
which thse crops affect the flavor 
uf milk and how they may be fed 
and the milk hamidled so as to min- 
imize such effect. 

It was found that on the average 
when dairy cows consume as much 
as 14.3 pounds of cabbage within 
one hour before milking time, abnor- 
maliand objectionable flavors. are pro- 
duced in the milk. An increase in 
the amount of cabbage fed intensi- 
fies these fiavors. An average ot 25 
pounds of cabbage may be consumed 
immediately after milking, however, 
without objectionable flavors in the 
milk become noticeable. Some of 
these flavors miay be eliminated by 
proper aeration of the milk, and oath- 
ers greatly reduced. 

The feeding of 14.8 pounds of po- 
tatoes an hour before milking may 
flavor the milk to a slight extent, 
but hardly enough to be detected: by 
thea average consumer. Increasing 
this amount of potatoes does not in- 
crease the abnormal flavors and 
odors produced im the milk. Dairy 
cows may be fed as much as 28 
pounds of potatoes immediately af- 
ter milking, with no resultant off 
flavors in the milk.

From Oban to Inverness, through the “Great Glen of Scotland” on the 
Caledonian canal, is a most delightful trip. Few will forget the sylvan beauty 
of these shores, in the land of bluebells and heather, of clans and kilts. 

We reached Inverness on a fine evening just at sunset.

While at Inverness we 
spent a day at the “High- 
land Show.” ‘This is the 
principal -stock show in 
Scotland and meets at the 
different centers each year.

It was most interesting 
for Americans to see the ex- 
hibits of live stock, the cat- 
tle, horses, ponies, sheep 
and goats, so very different 
from those of our own coun- 
try.

Here were a hun- 
dred and more Shetland ponies from the Shetland islands off the coast of 
Scotland near by, little beauties of all sizes, some tiny ones, harnessed to carts, 
driven by children, and others larger, ridden by boys. Especially beautiful 
were the Highland cattle, with their long, sweeping forms, slightly curved 
horns, broad brows and coats of red, light yellow, brindle or white. They have 
a wealth of thick hair to protect them from the cold of the severe winters in 
the mountains. Some, indeed, have hair five and six inches in length. 

These creatures remind one of the pretty cattle pictures we see painted 
so wonderfully by Rosa Bonheur, but of course the Highland cattle in life are 
still more beautiful.

EIGHT MILLION CATTLE 
% SUPERVISED FOR T. B. 


More than 8,000,000 cattle through- 
out the country are now under su- 
pervision for the eradication of tu- 
berculosis. 

Stabe anid Federal veterinarians are 
carrying this work forward at tne 
rate of nearly a half-million cattle 
tested each month. A recent sum- 
mary prepared by the United! States 
Department of Agriculture on the 
work up to the end of September 
reports that 449,484 cattle were tu- 
berculin tested during that month. 
Of this number 16,732—about the 
usual proportion—were found to be 
tuberculous. Animals found to be 
diseased are immediately segregated 


for slaughter in siccordance with reg- 
ulations governing the disposal of 
such animals which are sources of in- 
fection. 

States most active in the current 
work are shown by the report ito be: 
Iowa, where iduring September 64,- 
079 cattle were tested; New York, 
with 54,238; Wisconsin, with 45,954, 
and Illinois, with 43,438 cattle test- 
ed. 

The large number of cattle owners 
who have placed their animals on the 
waiting list shows that the work is 
popularly supported, At the end).of 
September this list included 2,681,- 
5438 cattle. The limited! official forc- 
es engaged in this work are making 
strenuous efforts to comply with the

Last Finishing Touches 
Help to Show Animals 


There are a good many little last- 
minute finishing touches that will help 
make an animal show to best advan- 
tage, advises John W. Bartlett, dairy 
husbandman at the New Jersey State 
College of Agriculture, New Bruns- 
wick. : 

From now until show time every 
available minute must be used to train 
the show cattle to lead and pose. This 
means considerable work and is an 
every-day task. The leadsman should 
walk backward slowly and teach the 
animal to follow gracefully. This 
means that the animal’s head is -held 
high and that when led into line to be 
judged she stands with her feet 
squarely under her body. Attention 
must be paid to the condition of the 
feet of each animal. If they are ir- 
regular they may be pared down with 
a chisel or knife. 

It is not too early to start polishing 
horns. This can be done by scraping 
with a piece of glass or rasping with 
a rounded file. ‘The next step is to 
apply emery cloth vigorously until all 
rough places are removed. Following 
this a paste of sweet oil and pumice 
stone should be rubbed on the horns 
until they feel hot. They are then 
ready for the final polishing with a 
strip of cloth applied as though shin- 
ing shoes. Clipping brings best re 
sults when done just before the show. 
If the skin and hair seem dirty, the 
body of the animal should be washed 
with soap and water and rubbed dry. 
Blankets are to be used at all times 
during the last. days previous to show- 
ing. Plenty of grooming helps to 
make the hide pliable and gives the 
hair more bloom. Feed the show ani- 
mal hay rather than grass during the 
last two weeks, as grass-fed animals 
are apt to lose flesh at show time 
when hay only is available.

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SELL SURPLUS POULTRY 
BEFORE TURKEY DAY 


“Thanksgiving may be a good time 
to eat chicken but it is a poor time 
for the farmer to sell his surplus 
cockerels.”’ 

This is the opinion expressed by 
Miss Clara M. Sutter, poultry spe 
cialist of South Dakotal 
lege, who urges marketing the sur- 
plus birds just as soon as they are 
ready for market and before the glut 
of the Thanksgiving market. Capons 
are better held until February or 
March, the Easter market frequent- 
ly bringing good prices. 

The birds should not be sold with- 
out some fattening, the poultry spe- 
cialist states. By confining them in 
a small place where they do not have 
room to exercise and by giving spe- 
cial feed, cockerels can be fitted in 
good shape in two weeks. <A good 
feeding mixture consists of 100 
pounds of cornmeal, 100 pounds of 
middlings, shorts, or homeground 
wheat, and 100 parts of ground oats. 
One part of this grain mixture is to 
be mixed with two parts of milk or 
water, making ia semi-liquid mash. 
Milk is preferred to water because 
it ig more fattening. 

The first day the cockerels are con- 
fined, Miss Sutter warns againist 
feeding them anything. The second 
day feed what the birds will con- 
sume in 15 minutes in the morning, 
the same amount at noon, and all 
the cracked corn they will eat at 
night. The third day the amounts 
can be increased to what the birds 
will eat in 20 minutes, and the fourth 
day, thirty minutes. From then on 
during the fattening period, feed all 
they will eat. Two weeks is about 
the limit of the fattening period be- 
cause the birds may get off feed and 
lose all they have gained.

POULTRY HOUSE CONSTRUCTION 


It never pays to overcrowd hens 
—they need a comfortable house, 
dry and roomy, with plenty of fresh 
air and sunshine. How to give them 
all this is told by the United States 
Department of Agriculture in Farm- 
ers’ Bulletin 14138, ,Poultry House 
Construction, just issued. 

A plain shed-roof house is most 
economical and most satisfactory. It 
should be so arranged, says the bul- 
letin, that *t will be easy to clean 
‘and for general convenience. 

It is easier to keep the birds 
healthy, iand ‘to reproduce the stock 
under the colony system, if the birds 
are allowed to range. Breeding 
stock, especially growing chickens, 
should have plenty of range. Hens 
used solely for the production of 
market eggs may be kept on a very 
small area,

ROUP CAUSES LOSS 
IN POULTRY FLOCKS 


Although roup is ain all-year-round 
disease of tthe poultry flock, the 
worst epidemics come with ‘the shift- 
ing weather conditions of fall and 
spring, The disease causes consider- 
able loss in South Dakota and ap- 
pears to be increasing from year to 
year. Requests for information on 
the disease are very frequent at ‘tthe 
South Dakota State College. 

“The term roup covers a number 
of ailments,” jaccording to G. L. Ste 
venson, in charge of poultry work 
at the college, 
bronchitis, catarrh, canker, diphthe- 
ria, roup proper and perhaps chick- 
en pox. It usually comes with colds 
which start when birds have been 
exposed to dampness, drafts and 


“Tt includes colds, 


chill. The germs seem to be every 
where and anything which tends to 


lower a bird’s vitality and resistance — 


may start an ‘epidemic. Most forms 
of poultry are subject to its ravagies. 


“The first symptoms are sneezing, 
coughing, watery eyes and running 
nostrils, Sometimes 
this stage but oftener it goles on till 
the characteristic roupy stench de- 
velops and the nasal sinuses fill with 
a thick mucous and puff out near 
the eye or angle of the paw. Can- 
ker may show up in the mouth and 
throat as yellowish white masses 
which may invade the wind pipe and 
strangle the bird. When this con- 
dition develops, the bird breathes 
with a wheeze and with the mouth 
open. In the later stages the comb 
and face turn purple from lack of 
air. In bad cases a stringy mucous 
collects in the throat and forms a 
sort of diptheretic membrane which 
also strangles the bird. 
cases the external symptoms are not 
alarming but birds will suddenly col- 


lapse from the internal absorption 


of the disease poisons.”’ $ 


Stevenson states that there is no 
sure cure for roup known, and when 
the disease gets a good start or is 
of a virulent nature, no remedy but 
the axe seems effective. Vaccines 
have been used and in some cases 
seem to get reusits but on the whole 
have not as yet been very satisfac- 
tory for the ordinary poultry man. 
He advises correcting the wrong con- 
ditions which enable the disease to 
get started, by stopping drafts from 


’ blowing on birds on the roost, pro- 


viding good ventilation so that fresh 


air may come in and the damp, foul* 


air may escape, and keeping quarters 
sanitary by thorough cleaning and 
disinfecting. If it is possible, the 


poultryman suggests removing and 


isolating all ailing birds as soon as 
they are noticed.

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birds rather than turn them into the 
flock again. Often the disease bie- 
comes chronic or the bird becomes 
a carrier of the germs and, although 
it appears well, it may infect the 
whole flock again. 

“Give all exposed birds a physic 
of epsom salts, using one pound to 
one hundred birds,’’ Stevenson adds. 
‘Dissolve the salts in’ warm water 
and stir into a mash feed, Distrib- 
ute the mash well so that all birds 
will have an equal chance at it. To 
prevent the spread of the disease 
through the drinking water, potas- 
sium permanganate is usied, dissolv- 
ing the amount that will stay on a 
dime for each gallon of water. If 
the hen house can be closed rather 
tightly, good results are to be had 
from boiling off disinfecting vapors 
like oil of eucalyptus and ordinary 
sheep dip, or burning pine tar. Some 
benefit is often derived from dipping 
the heads of the birds in boric acid 
solution or salt waiter, but if these 
solutions can be squirted up the nos- 
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may be lanced, the core removed, 
and the wound treated with tincture 
of iodine. Canker in the mouth may 
be scraped loose and) the sore spot 
treated with sheep dip or tincture of 
iodine. As a rule, it is better to 
kill and burn real bad cases. If birds 
are kept warm and dry they make 
a quicker recovery.” 


FATTENING AND MARKETING 
THE THANKSGIVING BIRD 
Turkeys are best fattened ion 
range, and corn gives the quickest 
and best gains, says Cora Cooke, state 
poultry specialist with the agricultur- 
al extension service of the Minnesota 
University. The corn ration should 
be begun gradually, for if the corn 
is not well matured digestive troubles 
may ‘develop. It is best to begin with 
a light feeding of mixed grain, graid+ 
ually changing to corn and increas- 
ing the ration steadily. For the last 
ten days before the birds are miarket- 
ed they should receive all the corn

GOOD HOUSING NEEDED 
FOR EGG FRODUCTION 


Farmers who want their egg bas- 
ket filled with high priced winter 
eges should see that their flock is 
comfortably housed before laying be- 
gins, advises G. L. Stevenson, in 
charge of the poultry flock at South 
Dakota State College. 

“Shifting or disturbing birds af- 
ter once launched on a laying peri- 
od will often throw them out of the 
production rhythm and into an un- 
timely molt,’ he adds. ‘‘The tem- 
perature of a poultry house or its 
type is not mearly so important as to 
have it free from drafts and damp- 
ness. Good results are often secured) 
in cold houses, but the most econom- 
ical production obtains where inside 
conditions approximate those of 
spring-time. In short, hens should 
be protected from low temperatures 
ag much as. possible without recourse 
to artificial heat or excessive cost 
for house construction. It is a very 
easy matter to make the cost of the 
housing so great that the hens can 
never lay enough ito pay their house 
rent.” 

Warmth is idesirable but Steven- 
son insists that it should never be 
sought at the expense of good ven- 
tilation. Exercise generates heat 
anid promotes health so that the birds 
should be made to work for their 
grain by feeding it in a deep, clean: 
litter of straw. The pullets will ap- 
preciate a good dust bath to work 
loose the scurf and keep down the 
lice. Artificial lights, if available, 
may be used to lengthen the work- 
ing day for the hen and) thus en- 
able her to gather in more raw ma- 
terials out of which to build more 
eggs. This forcing process will not 
be advisable, he says, if the pullets 
are to be used for breediers the fol- 
lowing ‘spring.

in some cases pardonable. 

If the dual nature is a puzzle for 
the ringside judge, what must it be 
for the breeder, the man who must dig 
and delve to the very bottom of the 
abstruse problems of genetics? Deep 
enough and abstruse enough when 
attempting to wrestle with and un- 
tangle the mys- 
terious windings 
of hheredity fn 
a single attrib- 
ute. Multiply 
the troubles in 
this respect of 
the breeder of 
the average an- 
imal by two, if 
you would 
measure the 
perplexities of 
tne average Red 
Poll breeder. 
But our Red 
Poll breeders 
have overcome 
these idifficulties 
and so can an 
ntelligent 
judge.. Thu to 
preed, judge 
and breeder, 
would the set- 
tlement of the 
question of bal- 
ancing the beef 
and the milk 
functions — the 
dual nature and 
its attributes— 
of the Red Poll 
be a most time- 
ly, vital and 
beneficial a c- 
tion, It is for 
this reason that 
I say individually and as a breeder, 
I am pleaied to see this question up 
for discussion, 1a ‘discussion which [I 
sincerely hope may at least hasten, 
if not bring the desired immediate 
result. 

Ohio being nearly central, the beam 
is nearer on the balance than either 
east or west of us. Here either beef, 
butter or milk pays, and one about 
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as well as the other. 

Yet, even here would the settle- 
ment of the antagonism of interests 
and ideas be most beneficial, Then 
a breeder, to succeed in Ohio with 
the Red Poll, must do just as.a breed- 
.er would do in California or New 
York. 


To be true to our breed we must 
breed for, and perpetuate, not the 


tendency to beef alone nor a tenden- 


cy of milk alone, but the combina- 
tion of the two; the perpetuation of 
all the attributes which go to make 
the dual nature. 


This is not such an abstruse and 
difficult problem as on its face would 
appear, or aSds warranted from the 
experience with the other breeds 
which find their existence as the re- 
sult of ta distinct cross. The Red 
Poll is the result of a hybridization 
of two branches of the same cattle 
after centuries of breeding, dating 
their origin from a common ances- 
try. Hence many of the breeders’ 
problems are thus eliminated, And, 
following in Menedel’s path, the way 
can be much simplified by the set- 
tlement and the just recognition of 
the fact—in the show ring—that the 
Red Poll is neither beef nor milk, 
but that IT IS BOTH. That to judge 
it otherwise if to misjudge it; is to 
rob it of a peerless attribute pos- 
sessed in a-most superlative degree. 
and to an extent unknown to other 
breeds. Our editor is correct, and 
is expressing an opinion I have al- 
ready voiced, when he asys, “Whtt- 
ever i: done should not be done b~ 
the ‘breeders of England alone, or 
by the breeders in this country alone. 
but with the approval of the major- 
ity of the Red Poll breeders in both 
hemispheres.” 

This is but justice to the breed, for 
the Red Poll is not a national ques- 
tion even in England, the place of 
its origin, It is an international 
question even there. . As such the 
question of duality snould be refer- 
rea to and settled by and through in- 
ternational conferences. 

We, of the United States, are as 
deeply interested as England. While 
South Africa, with its one herd of 
some 600 head, the largest in the 
world, Brazil, Austnalia, New Zea- 


land, Siberia, and numerous other 
countries, are as deeply concerned 
as is either England or America. 


Hence the settlement must be, as the 
question itself, INTERNATIONAL. 
Our English cousins, through ed- 
itorial comment by the editor, Mr. 
Burrows, of the Live Stock Journal, 
which opportunely opened up the 
question at this time, have suggest- 
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ed various expedients, as you hiave 
noted in the columns of your Jour- 
nal, to meet the problem.. 

But none of these so far advanced 
are just or equitable as viewed by 
the writer, for the reason that many 
most creditable animals and whole 
herds would be: barred from regis- 
tration simply because their owners 
kept no milk records; while many, 
who did not wish or were not able 
to keep records and work for ad- 
vance registry, would be barred from 
accepting the breed. 


It is the writer’s humble opinion 
that the easiest and safest way, un- 
less better can be shown, to do jus- 
tice to the owners and herds now in 
the fielc' is to adopt-an international 
seale of points by which to judge 
anid meature the Red Poll whenever, 
and wherever shown or judged. Then 
the man who wanted to show or to 
breed, would know beforehand just 
what he had to measure up to if he 
would achieve the ‘real thing,” the 
standarc of the Red Poll world. 

Such a standard, or seale of points 
would not only be comparatively easy 
to formulate, but it would be an act 
of justice to the breed and’ the pro- 
fession of breeding and showing. All 
everywhere would stand on the same 
footing or basis, 

Such a scale of points would not 
only picture the embodiment of a 
perfect ‘animal, but it must, perforce, 
protect this very ideal by scoring for 
prepotency and the desirable hered- 
itary characteristics which are a ne- 
cessity in the production of, and ten- 
dency to perfection of the dual at- 
tributes. Such a reale would for- 
ever do away with the travesty and 
sham of the present day where m- 
lividuality is the sole consideration. 
Such a scale would forbid the award- 
ing of ia championship to a stcrile 
animal, while at the same time it 
would give recognition, not alone to 
qualities evidenced, but would as well 
note and weigh those which were 
conspicuous by their absence. In 
fact, I think justice demands the cor- 
rection of many, and’ the utter elim- 
ination of some, of the practices now 


governing the rule of the show 
ring, 
Individually, single and alone, is 


but a hollow sham. It is not in this 
respect that “like begets like,’ the 
show ring to the contrary notwith- 
standing. In the Red Poll we have 
the premier dual animal of the world, 
As such John Reeve pictured, bred 
and produced it. As such you and 
I know, possess and breed it; while 
‘as such, and for this very reason 
alone, its dual attributes and effi- 
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ciency are winning hands down 
wherever and whenever the breed 
is given an impartial consideration. 

Therefore, as the dual nature is 
what has made the breed what it is, 
and as it is the dual nature which 
must not only carry it on to further 
successes, and as this same nature 
is the demand of the hour to meet 
the exigencies of the demands of the 


‘farm and the nation’s ery for food, 


let us insist it be not only bred DU- 
AL, but JUDGED DUAL. Join with 
us in urging our English cousins that 
immediate steps for the international 
‘determination of this vital question 
be taken at sas early a date as pos- 
rible; that immediate action in this 
respect be taken by our respective 
countries, acting jointly and in uni- 


son, to establish a scale of points 


for the judging and rating of the Red 


Poll which shall be a stanidiard not. 


alone for England, not alone for Am- 
erica, but for the entire world. 

Then, and only then, will breeder, 
judge and showman meet on common 
ground. Then, and only then, will 
the Red Poll be granted justice as 
a breed, and harmony reign through- 
out the Red Poll Kingdom.—Decem- 
yoer Issue, 1920. 


PEOPLE EATING MORE BUTTER 


Butter consumption in the United 
States has increased nearly 50,000,- 
000 pounds during the first nine 
months of 1924 as compared” with 
the same period in 19238, declares 
T. R. Pirtle of the United States 
Department of Agriculture. The fig- 
ures for the first nine months this 
year show consumption of 1,516,- 
690,000 pounds as compared with 
1,467,043,000 pounds last year. 

Of the increased quantity of but- 
ter consumed, approximately 18,000,- 
000 pounds is accounted for by the 
normal increase in population. An 
additional 9,000,000 pounds has been 
required through the decrease of 
that much in the production of farm 
butter which must be replaced by 
creamery butter. 

Per capita consumption of whole 
milk hag increased more than 23 per 
cent in the past three years, it is 
pointed out. Each person on the ay- 
erage in 1920 consumed 43 gallons 
of whole milk, whereas per eapita 
consumption in 1923 was 53 gallons. 
Butter consumption during the same 
period has gone up from 14.7 pounds 
per person to 17 pounds, and (con- 
sumption of condensed milk increas- 
ed from 6 pounds to 13% pounds. 
Only slight increases are shown in 
the consumption of cheese and ice 
cream during the period covered.

Poor-flavored milk may result from 
the method of feeding such feeds as 
silage, roots, kale, etc., during the 
winter.

I have 
known the breed for some forty 
years and can truthfully say that the 
right type of the Red Polled breed 
is a very valuable animal. But it 
seems to me that too many of the 
breeders lean more strongly to beef 
than to milk. We will always need 
milk, and there is no reason why the 
dairy strain of Red Polls could not 
be propagated that would: fill the de- 
mand as well tas any other breed! in 
the state.

At this time of the year many pro- 
ducers may have abandoned the use 
of ice, or even cold water in cooling 
milk, thinking that the weather it- 
self will sufficiently take care of the 
cooling, The use of a thermometer 
will show whether or not they are 
right. Prompt cooling of milk is im- 
portant in the winter as well as in 
the summer.

over older steers is that even safter 
they are fattened they will continue 
to make good gains in case the feed- 
er wishes to hold them for higher 
markets.

TUBERCULOSIS CAUSES 
BIG LOSS IN POULTRY 


- About thirty-five per cent of aall 
poultry that is marketed in South 
‘Dakota is infested with tuberculosis, 
and probably one-half of the flocks 
have some tuberculosis in them. 


This is the statement of Dr. G. S. 
Weaver, extension veterinarian at 
South Dakota State College, who 
says that the disease causes an ex- 
tensive loss to the poultry industry 
each year. Tuberculosis in poultry 
is caused by a germ which has many 
of the characters of the germs that 
cause the disease in the human fam- 
ily and in other animals.’ . The 
germs live for many months in the 
dark, damp places about the poultry 
yards and in the poultry house, but 
can be killed by thorough cleaning 
and disinfecting. 

Tuberculosis in poultry causes an 
unthrifty condition, especially in the 
older birds. 'They get poor ‘and thin, 
lose flesh rapidly in most cases, and 
many of them get lame. External 
examination of the dead bird's will 
show that very little meat is present 
on the breast bone. A post-mortem 
examination shows the liver is usu- 
ally covered with white spots. If 
these spots are cut into with a knife 
they are usually found to be gritty. 
Similar white specks will be found 
on the spleen. If the case is well 
ladvanc¢ed, smiall white \specks and 
sometimes abscesses will be found 
among the intestines. Losses from 
tuberculosis in chickens is usually 
greater in winter than in summer, 

“The only known means of con- 
trol is to eradicate the infected birds 
because they distribute the disease 
to the other birds,’? Weaver declares. 
“Tf the flock is standard bred it may 
play to have them tested with the 
tuberculin test, but the ordinary farm 
flock had probably better be disposed 
of in some other manner. Before 
hatching time next spring, ‘an infect- 


ed flock should be gotten rid of by 
killing and burning all sick birds 
and marketing those fit for killing 
purposes. Clean and disinfect the 
hen house and poultry yards sand 
then start a new flock by the use 
of an incubator. The disease is not 
inherited, iand any chicks hatched by 
the use of an incubator are free 
from this disease until they are ex- 
posed in some other manner.” 


TIMELY SUGGESTIONS 


The following suggestions are of- 
fered by the poultry department of 
the Iowa State College extension ser- 
vice, at Ames, Iowa: 

See that the mash hoppers are well 
supplied and feeding properly. 

See that the birds are supplied 
with a sufficient amount of clean 
water, 

Feed milk in some form to all 
birds. 

Cull out dowbtful hens continually. 

Keep the poultry house clean 
whether it needs it or not. 

Look out for symptoms of disease. 

Feed some form of green food 
when the hens are confined. 

_ For the chickens’ sake, don’t over- 
crowd the house. 

Don’t worry too much over other 
people’s flocks; apply that thought 
to improve your own, 


CROP BOUND 


Chickens are subject to two dis- 
turbances of the crop—crop bound 
and pendulow: crop. . Pendulous 
crop is usually due to inflamation of 
the digestive tract, which causes dis- 
tension of the crop with gas or liq- 
uid food. Crop bound is caused by 


an obstruction of the crop from eat- - 


ing long wilted grass, gorging on 
grain or a clogging of the lower 
opening of the crop. In either case 
it is important to clear the crop 
bound bird by making the bird swal- 


low a doke of oil, and after working 

the crop gently to loosen the mass, 

suspend the bird by the feet—don’t 

hold them tightly together—and re- 

moving the mass.from the mouth. 

Several spoonfuls of warm water 

with a little soda in it will help. . 
Keep the bird without food for a: 
diay, then feed sparingly on soft, eas- 

ily digested foods or give raw eggs 

in milk. Regularity. in feeding will 

help prevent crop bound cases.

A special committee of the Amer- 
ican Farm Bureau Federation which 
has been active in the effort to put 
buying of eggs on a graded basis, 
reports that two practices on the 
part of producers are detracting 
from the success of the campaign. 


One of these is washing eggs, which 


removes the protective covering and 
permits germs and molds to enter 
so that the eggs will not keep in 
storage. The other practice consists 
of puncturing a hole through the 
shell of eggs from purebred flocks 
to prevent the purchase of the eggs 
at market prices for hatching pur- 
poses. Such holes can’t be detected 
in ordinary grading, but eggs so 


‘treated are rworthless for storage. 


Continuation of these practices will 
mean that the present ardor of dieal- 
ers in quality buying will be chilled 
and old habits will be resumed. - 


COUNTS CHICKENS, 
COWS AND PIGS 
Half ia million farmers will be ask- 
ed to report to the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture this month 
the number of cows and heifers kept 
for milk this year compared with 
last, the number of hens and pul- 
lets of laying age, and the number 
of sows farrowed or bred to farrow 
this fall and next spring. Question- 
aires will be distributed by the rural 
mail. carriers. . 
This infofrmation is sought to form 
the basis for forecasting production 
and market supplies so that farmers 
may adjust. production to demand 
and market their products in a more 
orderly fiashion. Surveys of this 
kind were begun by the Department 
two years ago in connection with 
pigs, and the success of the system 
has been such that the surveys have 
been extended to dairy cows and 
poultry.

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CROP NOTES BY DEPARTMENT 
OF AGRICULTURE ON HAY, 
PASTURE AND LIVESTOCK 


North Atlantic States 
It is reported from New England that 
if the present drought continues 
until the ground freezes, pastures 
and mowings will go into the winter 
in poor condition as regards moisture. 
In New York newseedlings are in 
excellent shape although old medows 
are in rather poor condition. Many 
were grazed closely and dry weather 
has not been favorable for their 
recovery. It hes been too dry for 
pasture and is now too late for them 
to be of value. The seasonal falling 
off of the milk flow has become 
generally accenturated by dry past- 
ures, Pennsylvania reports that 
pastures are still in fairly good con- 
dition and mild weather has permit- 
ted turning the stock out. This will 
mean a saving in winter feed for 
many farmers and is a great help 
in view of the shortage in the corn 
crop. 
South Atlantic States 

Virginia reports the fall sown gras- 
ses making an excellent growth and 
that they will enter the winter in 
good condition. Pastures are now 
quite short and only in the Blue 


Grass Region do they afford any 


grazing at all. Wherever possible, 
livestock growers have held their 
stock for another year due to low 
prices. A much smaller number of 
cattle are on feed this winter than 
usual owing to the short corn crop. 
All livestock are reported in good 
condition. In West Virginia livestock 
are in good condition generally. 
North Carolina reports the prospects 
poor for winter feed crops as less 
forage and hay have been harvested 
this year than usual. In South Caro- 
lina the weather has been too hot hog 
hog killing and very few have been 
slaughtered. Conditions of livestock 
over the State is fair. Livestock are 
doing well in Florida with excellent 
pasture due to rains and mild wea- 
ther. 
East North Central States 

In Illinois less cattle and more 
sheep are on feed than a year ago. 
The number of hogs on the farm has 
been considerably reduced from a 
year ago as the attractive price of 
corn has worked to keep up its move- 
ment to market. Wisconsin reports 
the pasture as holding out very well 
but that feeding of grain andi hay is 
now general.

Minnesota livestock generally is in 

good condition. Reports indicate less

Sorgo forage is good, and 
“is found in many of the overflow 
bottom fields of corn. Pastures have 
continued in unusally good shape up 
»to this point anid will give good winter 
grazing. Hogs have been shipped 
heavily to market at light weight. 
Many farmers have sold all hogs on 
the farm except their meat, even in- 
eluding brood sows. Cattle feeding 
is short. Fewer stock and feed cat- 
tle have moved to market this fall. 
Sheep ‘are increasing on _ farms. 
Horses and mules are dragging. Few 
horses are found on the farms at the 
younger ages than 5 years ago. In 
North Dakota all classes of livestock 
are in the highest condition. Grass 
‘and rough feed are so plentiful in all 
sections that there would be no dif- 
ficulty in maintaining this condition 
throughout the winter. The unsatis- 
factory prices had a tendency to 
cause a great unloading of beef 
Range cattle in South Dakota 
have been shipped quite closely and 
are moving slowly at present. There 
is a good demand for stock and sheep. 
Azlong period of good weather has 
been favorable for putting up winter 
supplies. Grass has cured well over 
most of the range but is short in 
somhe sections. Range is not heavily 
stocked. In Kansas cattle in all ex- 
cept districts 2 and 3, are grazing 
freely on rye and wheat pasture. 
Some cattle still grazing ‘on late 
growth of alfalfa and sume turned 
“into corn fields. Black Jeg is quite 
prevalent. There is mvre sheep feed- 
ing than last year in the northeast 
section of the State. 
South Central States 


Livestock are generally in fair con- 
dition in Kentucky and in mature 
condition in Tennessee where there 
has been a dearth of both pasture 
and water.

DAIRY CALVES THRIVE 
ON DRIED MILK DIET 


“Raising the Dairy Calf When 
Whole Milk Is Sold,’ is the title of 
Bulletin 215, which was prepared 
from studies at. the University’ of 
Minnesota Agricultural Experiment 
Station, by Dr. C. H. Eckles and T. 
W. Gullickson of the division of 
dairy husbandry. 

Two plans of experiments were 
adopted, the first to raise calves “on 
the mmimum tamount of whole milk 
or skimmilk, and the second to raise 
calves on dried milk, using powdered 
skimmilk, powdered or semi-solid but- 
termilk, or malted milk. ‘The re- 
sults clearly showed that good calves 
can be raised on a very small amount 
of whole milk and that the manufac- 
tured miaterial mentioned can be sub- 
stituted after the calf has got a start. 
All the calves used’ in the experiment 
were never off feed and were kept 
unusually free from sickness or di- 
gestive troubles. 

Dairymen everywhere ‘will be in- 
terested in the findings reported in 
this new bulletin. Copies may be 
had by addressing the Division of 
Publications, University Farm, St.

Our domestic 
animals, developed through long 
years of evolution, are marvelously 
efficient in converting vast quanti- 
ties of grasses, forage, plants, and 
other products which are of slight 
direct value to mankind, into valu- 
able animal products. These prod- 
ucts include meats, milk, butter, 
cheese, leather, fats, wool, mohair, 
and almost countless ‘by-products 
ranging from violin strings to fer- 
tilizer.

Red Polls as ““Double Deckers’’ 


“Those old Durhams always look 
good.” It was near the end of a 
long fair circuit. Questions and re- 
marks of this kind had become tire- 
some; nobody made any response un- 
til the remark was repeated. ‘Those 
aren’t Durhams, Uncle,” I told him. 
“What are they, then?” “They call 
them Red Polls.”” He was around 60 
years old, and evidently from the 
city, but country-bred. He brushed 
off a place on the trunk and sat down 
beside me. ‘‘When I was a boy on 
the farm,’ he said, ‘‘my father had 
cows that looked just like those cows. 
They were red, and good milkers, 
but I was thinking that they had 
horns. I thought we called them 
Durhams.” “They did then; they 
eall them Shorthorns now,” I said. 

We are going back to the kind of 
cows that our grandfathers bred; in 
other words, progressing backwaras. 
It is something like the Dutchman 
who saw his friend “going down the 
street coming this way.’ Well we 
should worry which way we are going, 
so it is the right one. Anyay, many 
farmers have been beating back the 
last few years; back to diversifica- 
tion, conservatism and hard work. 
They are beating back because they 
must beat back. Ever so often we 
have this lesson brought home to us, 
and in between times idealists and 
theorists rise up and holler “special- 
ize.” 

The Northwest has had too much 
wheat, and the South too much cot- 
ton. Anyway, it’s only natural, af- 
ter the neglect that cattle have had 
the last few years, or since the 
“boom,” that they should have a 
“eome-back” of some sort soon, Many 
farmers latefy have kept cattle for 
their company and the manure that 
they made. The most of them have 
been particular as to their company. 
When a man gets genuinely interest- 
ed in doing a thing, he is apt to do 
it right. That is why, when cattle 
stage their ‘“‘come-back,” there is go- 
ing to be thought centered on the 
reason for keeping cattle, a close 
serutiny of the balance sheet and 
system in their management. 

Chiefly to pacify the special-pur- 
pose beef and dairy’ breeds, dual- 


purpose iadvocates say: “In their 
respective realms these two types ef 
cattle stand supreme, and no one 
questions their efficiency or suitabil- 
ity. But in between these two ex- 
tremes there are thousands of farms 
where the land is too high in price 
profitably to keep a cow just for the 
calf that she raises, and too far frem 
a large city to make dairying prac- 
ticable. Here is where the dual-pur- 
pose cow is at home.” 

Just why it is profitable or possi- 
ble to milk dual-purpose cows on 
these farms and not dairy cows has 
not been explained. Nevertheless, the 
answer is not hard to find. In the 
first place, if these farms wero 
stocked as they should be, or, in oth- 
er words, to somewhere near their 
cattle-carrying capacity, they would 
be dairy farms, and there is a con-* 
siderable difference between dairy- 
farming and general farming. In the 
second place, if these farms were so 
stocked, what would happen to the 
market for dairy products, and where 
would our beef supply come from? 
A good share of our beef and butter- 
fat already comes from these fafms, 
and from dual-purpose cows, and in 
the future, as the supply of beef 
from the range is cut down, ag di- 
versification works its way into re- 
gions where specialization has been 
the watchword, and as the dual-pur- 
pose cow becomes more fixed, in type, 
and producigng and reproducing abil- 
ity, a still bigger percentage of both 
products will come from these farms 
“in between.”’ 

The dual-purpose cow is only di- 
versification carried a little further. 
With her there is a chance at two in- 
comes, and opportunity of swinging 
back and forth between the two; and, 
besides, the beef is produced cheaper, — 
for two calves can be made to grow 
where one calf grew before. Some 
would-be -authorities to the contrary, 
the dual-purpose cow is no myth. 
The best proof is not in records made 
over the block and in dairy contests, 
valuable as these may be, but the 
fact that many of them are in exist- 
ence and at work. ‘This is a silent 
rebuttal to any argument to the con- 
trary that may be brought forth, At 
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that, a big percentage of the cattle 
on cornbelt farms are neither dairy, 
beef nor dual-purpose. The lack of 
any idea of where they are going or 
why, and the use of any kind of bull 
are the reason. Not long ago I saw 
a herd of cattle whose owner was 
using a Red Polled bull. I tried to 
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make a permanent customer of the 
breed, but he said, ‘No, I believe I 
will get a Brown Swiss next.” I 
thought it would be a good idea, for 
in his herd almost every breed that 
I knew was represented but Brown 
Swiss.—Earl E. Eckley, Stark Coun- 
ty, Illinois, in Breeders Gazette.

Some time ago I promised you a 
letter for publication and it is time 
I made good. I have a feeling that 
I Have used too much of the Jour- 
nal’s space from time to time. How- 
ever, I regard breeders’ letters as 
a very interesting part of the paper, 
and I will do what I can to help. 

I am sending you a couple of cuts 
which illustrate the easy keeping 
qualities of Red Polled cattle. We 
have had these cattle out in the tim- 
ber picking their living and keeping 
in good shape during summer dry 
spells when it seemed a wonder that 
they could thrive at all. Again we 
‘have been able to pasture them there 
vry lat in the fall. It was Novem- 
ber 11th this fall before we brought 
them home, and they could have 
stayed longer had not a snow storm 
covered up the grass. On one oc- 
casion they stayed out till the 8th 
of December... The hardiness and 
easy keeping qualities of Red Polls 
should be of interest to an ever in- 
ereasing number of northern farm- 
ers. 

¥The season of 1924 has been most 
unusual with us. It was very dry 
all spring till the 7th and 8th of 
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ever known here blew in. Eleven 
days of zero weather followed, and 
now the temperature is rising and 
plenty of snow is coming. It looks 
like a hard winter. 

The remark is often made that 
experiment stations are prone to neg- 
lect dual-putpose cattle. I read re- 
cently that our own station had pur- 
chased a number of milking Short- 
horn heifers. While Red Polled 
breeders would have preferred to 
have had Red Polls established there, 
nevehtheless it shows that some at 
least of our animal husbandry peo- 
ple are interested in getting both 
milk and beef from the same herd. 

Now I'll quit and leave room for 
other contributions, which I hope 
will be forthcoming in ever increas- 
ing numbers.

P. Grout, is do- 
ing in constructive breeding in the 
South. Prof. Grout is working cut,

none too plentiful. 


June, when we had two inches of 
rain and a foot of snow. Hay crops 
were cut short but grain crops did 
well, The summer was cooler than 
normal. The early winter was mild 
but on the 15th of December the 
thermometer dropped from 48 above 
to 14 below and the worst blizzard 


ing. He has recently assisted the 
large Taft Ranch in starting a breed- 
ing herd of 250 registered animals 
and has selected all of the recent 
purchases in person. 

To head this breeding establish- 
ment, which has been divided into 
three different sections, Prof. Grout 
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has purchased the $25,000.000 Mas- 
terman of Oaklands, unbeaten Jer- 
sey sire of the Island and advanced 
register sire whose daughters are not 
only producers but show animals as 
well, To assist, ‘““Masterman,” one 
of his own sons, out of a great cow, 
has been purchased. 

To head the second section, the 
proven sire, Queen Oxford Majesty, 
a douple grandson of Imported Roy- 
al Majesty, out of a gold medal 
daughter of the old bull. Not only 
has the dam of Queen’s Oxford Ma- 
jesty a record better than 900 pounds 
butter in a year but she is the dam 
of two Register of Merit daughters, 
a son that sold for $5,000.00. King’s 
Ranch near Taft has recently pur- 
chased the sire of Masterman of Oak- 
lands and paid $13,500.00 for him 
at 14 years old. 

In West Texas several co-operation 
breeding circuits have been estab- 
lished and Prof. Grout has in these 
circuits bulls of the above line of 
breeding. . The last purchase for 
constructive breeding was ten dou- 
ble Majesty bulls, that is, bulls car- 
rying the blood of Royal Majesty on 
the side of sire and dam, close up. 

In the large college herds the same 
breeding plans have been mapped 
out. For years Prof. Grout has be- 
lieved, among the other things, that 
a double grandson of a noted sire 
would breed the character of that 
sire more uniformly than his. own 
son. One of the agricultural col- 
leges recently conferred a Masters 
degree on Prof. Grout for his work 
in construction breeding, and he is 
now working for his doctor’s degree 
_ in genetics and constructive breeding. 
Several herds in the United States 
and Canada are corresponding with 
him and following) his suggestions 
in this work. 

He sails for Europe in June to 
study the breeding of Red Polls, Jer- 
seys, Guernseys and Holsteins. Prof. 
Grout has promised to write an ar- 
ticle for the Journal from time to 
time.

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With cream grading becoming a 
more common practice, the produc- 
tion of high grade cream is one of 
the important points in successful 
dairying. Realizing this fact, the 
dairy department undertook to de- 
termine what effect the care and 
cleanliness of the separator had to 
do. with the production of quality 
cream, 

Two separators were use din the 
experiment, One was washed and 


“10,800,000 per 
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scalded after each separation, while 
the other one was only rinsed. Cream 
separated twelve hours later in the 
separator that was only rinsed show- 
ed ‘an ‘average bacterial count of 
ecubie centimeter. 
Cream from the same milk separat- 
ed in the machine thoroughly wash- 
ed and scalded, showed a bacterial 
eount of only 5,500,000 and the fla- 
vor and keeping quality was far bet- 
ter. 

The skim milk in these trials show- 
ed even a greater difference in the 
bacteria present. When the ma- 
chine was not taken apart and wash- 
ed for two separations, the bacterial 
content showed a greater increase. 

The college dairy department con- 
cludes from this experiment that to 
improve the flavor, keeping quality 
and grade of cream requires the 
thorough washing of separators af- 
ter each separation. . 


ONE BASKET FOR EGGS 


A writer recently pointed out that 
the slogan, ‘“‘Follow The Dairy Cow,” 
had come home to roost; that is, but- 
ter is now selling 12 cents under 
what it did a year ago, and those dai- 
rymen who put all their eggs in the 
cream can have worries of their own. 

The difficulty in which the dairy- 
men find them themselves is not made 
any more rosy by the fact that the 
best dairy breeds are not good beef- 
ers. ‘To sell a strictly dairy cow 
for beef is an economic waste. To 
reduce, and thus balance up butter 
production, by reducing dairy herds 
is a loss too great to be undertaken. 

But the man with a dual-purpose 
herd is not disturbed by this condi- 
tion. There is profit in selling a Red 
Polled cow for beef,

As you will pleasefindenclosed$1.00 
for which you will please put me on 
your list for another year as a read- 
er of the Red Polled Journal, andi I 
will just say a few words about Red 
Polls and my experience. 


I have been raising Red Polls since 
1912, when I started with a pair of 
registered calves which I bought from

years later I bought another sire of 
Wim. Wolff, and that was a real lem- 
on. [I sold him when three years 
old and bought a sire calf of Ben- 
nett Bros. of Black Earth, Wiscon- 
sin, which grew up to a fine animal. 
But I sold him as a two-year-old to 
a man with a herd of scrub cows, 
and in 1916 I bought one two-year- 
old heifer and one, heifer calf from 
Lueck Bros. of Hemburg, Wisconsin. 
And in 1921 I bought another eight- 
months-old sire calf of R. R. John- 
son, of Diamond Bluff, Wisconsin, 
for $1.00, and then I sure bought 
a cat in the bag. This calf had! more 
lice on his body than hair, and poor 
—I would sure be ashamed to offer 
such a calf to anyone for a breed- 
ing animal. But still he turned out 
to be a fine bull, and I now have 
five fine, purebred heifers sired by 
him. I sold him to the market about 
a month ago, 

This was the time when my Red 
Polled sire surprised my neighbors. 
My brother had a blue roan grade 
Shorthorn cow that he bred to a pure- 
bred ‘Shorthorn sire, red in color, for 
three years, and the first calf was 
a black heifer. The next two were 
both blue roan heifer calves like the 
dam. So the sire’s breeding did not 
show at all. Then the cow was sold 
and bred to my Red Polled sire, and 
the calf was a nice dark red bull 
calf, just the picture of the sire. 
This last season she had a red heifer 
ealf from my sire and they could 
not see how it was that the calves 
from a Red Poll would all look just 
like the sire, and that the Shorthorn 
bull did not show any breeding at 
all. Another neighbor rented my 
Polled sire for ome season and bred 
18 cows to him, Holstein, Guernsey, 
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and scrub mixed cows, But every 
one dropped a red mulley calf. He 
says he never saw anything like it 
in his life. Before that every calf 
had looked just like the sire—not 
a horn or a white spot on any of 
them. 


I started) out with scrubs first; 
then Shorthorns and Brown Swiss 
with the Polls. But today I have 
all purebred and high grade Red 
Polls with the exception of one cow, 
and [I will never have any other 
breed of cattle but the useful Red 
Polls for my ‘part. I would have 
hac much better Polls by this time, 
but I always bought by mail and 
never saw what I bought until it 
arrived. But you know that all of 
our Red Poll breeders are not hon- 
est and true; they only want to get 
that almighty dollar,

BUY BABY CHICKS WITH CARE 


The buying of baby chicks is a far 
more important problem than most 
purchasers realize, Baby chicks con- 
stitute the foundation stock of the 
future layers and breeders and, 
therefore, too much care can not be 
exercised fn deciding upon the hatch- 
ery from which to buy. 


Officials of the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture have observ- 
ed that practical poultry raisers and 
farmers are relying upon the hatch- 
eries more and more each succeed- 
ing year as a source of supply for 
their new crop of chicks. In other 
words, each year sees fewer and few- 
er chicks hatched under hens and the 
mammoth hatcheries are taking the 
place, to a certain extent, of the 
smaller incubators which are com- 
monly operated on the farms. It is 
because of the fact that farmers are 
buying baby chicks from the com- 
mercial hatcheries in such large num- 
bers that the officials of the Depart- 
ment feel the necessity for urging 
them to exercise great care in de- 
ciding upon where to buy this year’s 
supply of chicks. 

At the same time it suold be point- 
ed out that many farmers, 
the majority, will still find it more 
economical to do their own hatching. 
This is especially the case where the 
farm flock of good standard quality 
and has been bred for egg produc- 
tion. A farmer hatching his own 
chicks knows the quality of chicks 
he can expect. 

The commercial hatchery business 
has developed to a very remarkable 
extent in the United States in the 
last two years.. Some of the hatch- 
ery men have estimated that prac- 
tically double the number of baby 
chicks will be hatched in mammoth 
hatcheries this year compared with 
last. There is a great increase in 
the number of hatcheries, each vary- 
ing in capacity from a few thousand 


perhaps - early for winter-laying pullets, 


to several hundred thousand chicks. 

The question of importance to a 
purchaser of baby chicks is the source 
of supply of eggs for the hatcheries. 
Many of the hatcheries have their 
business well organized and are able 
to guarantee the quality of the 
chicks. Some of the _ hatcheries,. 
however, are not so particular where 
they purchase the eggs they use and 
are not able to guarantee high-qual- 
ity chicks. 

Purchasers of baby chicks would 
be well ‘advised, officials of the De- 
partment say, to make sure of pur- 
chasing from a reliable hatchery. 
Only purebred chicks should be 


bought, and in addition to this the - 


purchaser should insist upon a sat- 
isfactory statement from the hatch- 
ery man as to the quality of eggs 
used. Were the eggs from a stan- 
ldard-bred flock with trap-nest rec- 
ords, and was the flock in good breed- 
ing condition? Purchase baby chicks 
with great care. It is better to pay 
a few cents more for good quality 
chicks that can be guaranteed. 


EARLY INCUBATION 


Successful poultry raisers hatch 
and 
now is the time to get the old wood- 
en hen busy. Here are a few sug- 
gestions as to its care: 

The thermostat should be tested 
to make sure that it has not sprung 
a leak. This is true when you have 
a wafer thermostat. To determine 
whether or not the thermostat is 
functioning properly, hold the ther- 
mostat close to the ear and shake. 
You will be able to hear the liquid 
on the inside. Should you at any 
time detect the odor of ether you 
will know immediately that your ther- 
mostat is broken. 

The thermometer used in the in- 
cubator should be tested to deter- 
mine whether or not it is recording 
the temperature accurately. This

Poultry men will do well to investi- 
gate certain remedies claimed to 
free the poultry flock of mites, lice, 
and other vermin, according to a 
warning issued by H. C. Severin, 
state entomologist, located at South 
Dakota State College. 
Advertisements have appeared at 
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yarious times claiming that. these. 
remedies, sold in tablet or liquid’ 
form, when placed in the drinking. 
water, would rid the flock of both 
external and internal pests. These 
claims are ridiculous and unreason- 
may be done by checking your ther- 
mometer with a doctor’s thermome-. 
ter, using warm water about the tem-: 
perature of 100 degrees.

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been proved, are found to be sterile or 


slow breeders, due largely to close 
confinement and lack of activity. This 
is more true of dairy bulls, perhaps, 
because of their temperament, whick 
makes them more difficult to handle. 


Regular exercise helps materially to 
keep the bull in good condition. Any 
method that will make the sluggish 
bull take exercise regularly and with- 
out overwork is satisfactory. The 
main point is for him to get it. In 
some countries bulls are yoked like 
oxen and used to pull a plow, to haul 
manure, or to do other farm work. 
Where there is only one bull, special 
hitching arrangements for work on @ 
cart may be made. Thus the bull not 
only gets his exercise but at the same 
time does useful farm work. A tread- 
mill is sometimes used, but is not al- 
Ways satisfactory because the bull 
sometimes learns tricks for stopping 
the machine and needs to be watched. 


A pen large and roomy enough for 
exercising may be all that is needed 
for some bulls, but others are lazy 
and need to be forced to exercise. A 
young bull turned in the lot with an 
older one will usually cause the older 
one to take-his “daily dozen.” The 


younger bull will usually be active ~ 


enough to keen .qut of danger if the 
pen 18 Targé endtign fo prévent nis 
being cornered. The owner should use 
his judgment as to the merits of this 
plan. 


Bulls may be induced to exercise 
themselves with an empty barrel or 
keg by bunting or rolling it around the 
pen. The keg may be left on the 
ground or hung by a rope or chain low 
enough so the bull can butt it with 
his head. A block of wood, with the 


corners removed, will serve the same 


purpose. Some bulls spend hours play- 
ing with contrivances of this sort, 
while others pay little attention to 
them. : ve! 


When an exercise pen is not avail- 
able, it is a common practice to tie the 
bull to a ring which slides on a sus- 
pended wire or cable 75 to 100 feet 
long and high enough above the bull’s 
head to prevent him from getting his 
feet over the lead chain, which should 
be 12 to 15 feet long. A revolving 
sweep will give the bull some exeree: 
if he will use it.

A government bulletin, entitled, 
“The Agricultural Outlook for 1925” 
drops a thought of interest to Red 
Polled breeders. 

Under the heading of “‘Beef Cait- 
tle” it says: “Prices for beef cattle 
for 1925 should average somewhat 
higher than for 1924.”

Il as the special beef 
breeds, Truly, this is noth- 
ing against the breed, but 
you will agree that all the © 
world loves a hero—a doex 
of the extraordinary thing.

“Our conditions warrant, 
on many farms, the keeping 
of these dual-purpose breeds. 
Many farms need milk for 
the home, for calf raising 
and for the~pig feeding. 
These cattle will suffice for 
this purpose. They have gained 
much fame as cattle doing this very 
thing. For the farmer who has rough- 
age and feed which cattle can use 
- best and whose farm lies at some dis- 
tance from a milk market, the Red 
Polled breed is a happy choice, for 
the well fed, early finished steer in

Polled breeders may well be remind- 
ed how easy it is to lose milking 
qualities without necessarily im- 
proving the fleshing capabilities of 
their breed. The Red Polled breed- 
ers will, therefore, be well advised 
to preserve the dual-purpose charac- 
ter of their stock with the greatest 
possible care and to guard against 
using bulls, however blocky and full 
of flesh they may be, whose female 
progenitors are not known to be good 
milkers. 

“So let there not be any hesitancy 
in pushing forward for the considera- 


tion of farmers the Red Polled breed, 
as it is especially valuable to those 
who wish to farm intensively on light 
or medium land under which condi- 
tions the breed probably has no su- 
perior. ' All breeds of cattle are 
farmers’ cattle, if not, they have no 
legs on which to stand.”

DECIDING THE QUESTION 


(Read at the Annual Red Polled 
Meeting at University Farm School, 
(December 31st.) 


The question has been asked in the 
farm press, What.is the best breed 
of cattle There is no best breed— 
even the so-called. scrub has a place. 
But the question is, What kind of 
cattle will best suit my purpose? 

In deciding, the question is, What 
do I want them for and what kind 
do I like best? Most of us have a 
preference. If for dairy purposes, 
then the dairy kind is what is want- 
ed,. Then comes the question, Have 
I got the right kind of dependable 
help and proper equipment? Ooher- 
wise the dairy will be more or less a 
failure. 

In case we have not the help or 
proper equipment, then we _ should 
select some of the beef breeds and 
try to produce baby beef, and in so 
doing will not be so much dependant 
on the help. 

Prof. Van Pelt says, don’t go into 
the dairy business, grow into it. This 
applies equally as well to the beef 
breeds. If a farmer has a herd of 
grades in good health, he should buy 
the best registered sire he can af-

_ ford that will fit his grades. It is 
said the sire is half the herd. If so, 


the farmer is the other half. 

If we want to combine some of 
both, then the answer is, dual-pur- 
pose. cattle. The choice lies between 
the straight beef and dual-purpose 
types, with the latter peculiarly fit- 
ted to fill the bill, since it means 
both a moderately profitable supply 
of milk and a calf to be made into 
meat each year. For instance, the 
man who keeps straight beef cattle 
on the farm must rear the calves on 
their dams. A calf thus reared, at 
12 months will weigh around 800, 
provided it is well fed after wean- 
ing, and at a price of 6 cents will 
be worth $48.00. 

The man who keeps a good cow of 
the dual-purpose kind will get 
around 8,000 pounds of milk with 
a fat content of, say 4 per cent, 
and with butterfat at 40 cents will, 
with the calf, earn him between $165 
and $170 a year. A conservative 
price for a cow of this kind will be 
about $200; and if the farmer has, 
say 10 such cows, he is earning a 
good rate of interest-on his invest- 
ment. The income can be increased 
somewhat by feeding the calves for 
a longer period—up to 20 months, 
and getting the increased weight. 
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In speaking of dual purpose cat- 
tle, of course, we have in mind the 
Red Poll—the kind that gives a gen- 
erous flow of good ~putterfat milk 
or that can be used for production 
of baby beef, as may best suit our 
conditions; that can nurse two calves 
and do it good, and allow the bal- 
ance of the herd to be milked for 
butterfat, as circumstances will per- 
mit—good producers, easy keepers, 
easy to handle, all one color, no 
horns, healthy, robust, strong con- 
stitution, prepotent, will produce a 
good calf every year.

Two calves re- 
ceived from another point in Kan- 
sas turned out to be just beef ani- 
mals, a very little larger than the 
others, but not up to my standard 
in milking qualities. 

A party who stopped to look at 
them one day told me that he would 
never sell such registered heifers for 
beef, which I surely will do. . One 
is listed for shipment to Buffalo, and 
the other will be soon. My desire is 
not to sacrifice quality for size. 
Those of my choice are very little 
smaller, but much’ smoother, prettier, 
equally as good beef, easy milkers 
and good boned, too. They will be 
three years old in March and weigh 
about 1100 pounds now in ordinary 
flesh. Four quarts of grain, consist- 
ing of two parts corn and cob, one 
part oats, ground together,. and one 
part wheat bran, nigkt and morning 
is all they get, with good hay.

Our Red Polls are doing well for 
us, and we are having no trouble in 
disposing of surplus stock at reason- 
able prices. Had a call for a bull 
of serviceable age yesterday, but 
could not furnish same, as we are 
sold out of yearling bulls. Think 
that if the breeders will advertise 
in the Journal, and also in other 
farm papers, they will find that the 
inquiry for Red Polls have picked up 
a great deal the past few months. 
This has been a much better year 
for the average farmer than were 
the past three years, and there will 
certainly be good demand for Red 
Polled breeding stock as soon as our 
farmer friends can get the money to 
buy registered stock. If cattle pric- 
es pick up a little and the price of 
grain will remain fairly high for an- 
other year, we can begin to look for 
“ood times” once more.

We note that the freight rates on 
registered stock have been greatly 
reduced, which will be of some help 
to the breeders. Now if something 
could be done to reduce the present 
very high express rates on livestock 
it would help our business more than 
any other one thing.

If 
the express rates were back to some- 
where near what they were ten years 
ago it would be a great help to the

and fifty miles, and the express 
charges came to only $6.30—quite 
different from the present express 
It’s a wise man who buys 
his future herd bull as a calf, and 
thus saves a nice sum, as the cost 
of shipping a calf does not amount 
to much as compared to the cost of 
shipping a yearling,

BLOATING AND ALFALFA 


Editor Red Polled Journal :— 

I have an item that may be of in- 
terest to some of the readers of the 
Journal. Last summer I was dis- 
cussing the matter of cattle bloating 
on alfalfa pasture, with a friend of © 
mine. He told me that if salt was” 
kept away from cattle while vastur- 
ing alfalfa or clover that there would 
He said 
to give them salt once in a while 
when they get very hungry for it 
and then shut them off the alfalfa 
for 24 hours. 

We have had trouble with cattle 
bloating on alfalfa. In fact we 1&8 
two good cows that way and had giv- 
en up trying to pasture it. After 
being told about this way of using 
alfalfa pasture we determined to try 
it out. We pastured them on it con- 


siderably last fall and had no trou- 


ble, though we were careful to keep 
them off it when it was wet, and 
then managed to get them pretty 
well filled with dry roughage before 
turning them in the field. I am not 
sure that being salt hungry had any- 
thing to do with their failure to bloat. 
It will take more experience to con- 
vince us on that point. I merely 
pass this on for what it may be worth 
to those who want to try it.

Cover the kettle and cook 
for at least two hours, turning the 
meat after the first hour. Add sea- 
soning to taste and remove to a plat- 
ter, meat in the center, with the vege- 
tables surrounding it, garnished with 
the prunes. 

” Roast Beef.—Select a piece cut 


from the back of the rump, wipe with 


a roaster, rub with salt and flour 
and place in a hot oven to sear over 
the surface; reduce the heat after 
twenty minutes, and let cook one hour 
and a half. Serve with: 

Yorkshire Pudding.—Sift together 
one and one-half cupfuls of pastry 
flour and a teaspoonful of salt. Add 
one cupful of milk gradually to form 
a smooth batter, then add three eggs 
beaten thick and light. Turn into a 
hot dripping pan, the inside of which 
has been well greased with roast beef 
drippings. When well risen baste with 
the beef drippings and bake about 
twenty minutes. Cut into squares to 
serve. 

Baked Fish With Stuffing.—Clean a 
four-pound fish and stuff with the fol- 
lowing: Mix one-fourth of a loaf of 
bread crumbs, one tablespoonful of 
chopped parsley, one teaspoonful of 
onion juice, one teaspoonful of sweet 
basil, one-fourth teaspoonful of salt, 
the same of white pepper and one- 
fourth of a cupful of butter, melted. 
Mix to blend well, then fill the fish 
and sew up with twine.
